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James Jones and Sarah Lewis Garrett were my maternal great great grand- 
parents. Their marriage, on October 7, 1852, was the event resulting in the 
line of descent from them to me as shown in the genealogy chart on page 4 
of this treatise. 


In the days before the availability of convenient long-distance travel, mar- 
riages commonly took place between those who lived within short distanc- 
es. In similar fashion, James and Sarah were born and grew up within about 
30 miles of one another, albeit in different states. The map below shows 
the locations of the Jones-Sevier family in Greeneville, Tennessee, and the 
Garrett-Neilson family in Warm Springs, North Carolina. 
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Derived from an 1832 map of Tennessee in the United States Library of 
Congress showing the proximity of Greeneville, Tennessee, and Warm 
Springs, North Carolina. Note the Neilson name next to Warm Springs. 
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James, a son of George Jones and Kezia Sevier, was born in Greeneville, 
Greene County, Tennessee, while Sarah, a daughter of James Robert Garrett 
and Jane Harriet Neilson, was born in Warm Springs (now Hot Springs), 
Buncombe (now Madison) County, North Carolina. Warm Springs was re- 
named Hot Springs and incorporated as such on November 3, 1891. Mad- 
ison County was carved out of Buncombe County on January 27, 1851. 
Greeneville is located in East Tennessee, a region in which the Sevier fam- 
ily settled prior to the American Revolution. Warm Springs was a popular 
resort area in Western North Carolina. William Neilson owned the two 
warm springs around which the town developed. These ancestral towns are 
located in mountainous regions of the two states and travel between them 
was time consuming, possibly taking as much as 8 to 10 hours in the time 
period discussed here, depending upon route and weather conditions. The 
Appalachian Trail, although not conceived until early in the twentieth cen- 
tury, runs through the town of Hot Springs. 


It is important to remain mindful of the fluidity of place names, including 
several related to our ancestors. Name changes in the cases of Buncombe 
County and Warm Springs have already been cited. The names of the place 
where a person was born, lived, or died could have changed while the per- 
son did not move to a different physical location. I have tried to use the 
place name that existed at the time the person lived there even if it changed 
later. For early frontier dwelling families such as the Seviers, the names of 
places they lived changed frequently. Valentine and Joanna Goad Sevier are 
frequently said to have lived and had their children in Rockingham County, 
Virginia Colony. However, Rockingham County was not formed until 1778 
and the Sevier family moved before 1772 from what was actually Augusta 
County, Virginia Colony, to “the mountains” in what was North Carolina 
Colony at the time. The mountainous region in which they settled was in 
what became the state of Tennessee in 1796. Until that time, however, it 
was actually part of North Carolina Colony and was designated Washington 
County, North Carolina Colony in 1777. Several names, including Watauga 
Settlement and State of Franklin were used for the region until North Caro- 
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lina statehood in 1789. In order to simplify the place names, I have tried to 
use the term Colony for each place until 1781 when the Articles of Confed- 
eration were signed by all of the thirteen colonies of the British Empire. 


Information contained herein has been obtained from a variety of online 
sources including archive.org, newspapers.com, familysearch.org, ancestry. 
com, and findagrave.com. Miscellaneous articles and books related to the 
Jones-Sevier and Garrett-Neilson families have additionally been consulted. 
Importantly, but not exclusively, among these have been the books of my 
first cousin John Roy Drummond (The Drummond Family History, 1981) 
and of my distantly related cousins Cora Bales Sevier and Nancy S. Madden 
(Sevier Family History, Washington, D. C., 1961). Also, photographs and 
documents related to these families have been obtained directly from sev- 
eral cousins, including Chuck Drummond, Patrick Clemes, Mark Bennett, 
Judy Drummond Ellis, Annie Sue Cooper Weems, Dennis Wood, Joe Ran- 
dall Clement, Pat Sabin, Patricia Hopkins Lattin, Billy Glen Foster, Sarah 
Dulaney, and Suzie Lemin. The A. A. (Jack) Drummond Collection at the 
University of Central Oklahoma, Chambers Library Archives and Special 
Collections, Edmond, Oklahoma, has also been a source of family infor- 
mation. Ms. Mary Linn Wernet, Head Archivist and University Records 
Officer of the Cammie G. Henry Research Center in the Watson Memorial 
Library at Northwestern State University, Natchitoches, Louisiana, was es- 
pecially helpful in aiding this research regarding the Garrett family. 


It is not my intention here to repeat most of the information that can be 
found in previously published books. There is considerable uncertainty re- 
garding dates and places for some of the ancestors shown here. Seemingly 
credible data from others have been used without having obtained authenti- 
cation. Undoubtedly information not seen by me exists that could be used 
to formulate a more consistent and credible picture of these ancestral lines. 
Hopefully areas of uncertainty can be clarified by future generations. Un- 
less otherwise stated, images of historical records shown here were obtained 
from familysearch, ancestry, or fold3.

Ancestry of George Jones 


George, a son of James Jones and Sarah Calfee (sometimes Calfe or Caffey), 
was born in Virginia, possibly in Wythe County. This is where Sarah’s 
mother was living soon after her father, John, died in Shenandoah County, 
Virginia. He appears to be buried near Limeton, Virginia, now located in 
Warren County, southwest of Front Royal. John’s will was probated there 
on May 30, 1786. Sarah died in Wythe County. The ancestors of George’s 
mother Sarah are shown in the genealogy chart below. The parents of James 
Jones, the father of George, are not known to me.

Ancestry of Kezia Sevier 


Kezia, the second child and daughter of Valentine Sevier and Nancy Dinwid- 
die, was born in the counting room in the back room of the David Deader- 
ick merchandise store in Greeneville, Greene County, Tennessee. Valentine 
might have been a partner with Deaderick in the ownership of the store at 
the time of her birth. After Deaderick’s death in 1824, Valentine continued 
in the business. Kezia’s paternal grandfather was Robert Sevier who died as 
a result of wounds incurred during the battle of King’s Mountain in October 
of 1780, the same year as the birth of his son Valentine. 


Robert Sevier had moved to the region that would become East Tennes- 
see from the vicinity of the current town of New Market, now located in 
Shenandoah County, Virginia. Robert was a son of the immigrant Valentine 
Sevier and Joanna Goad. Robert’s brother John Sevier became famous in 
many frontier roles, especially as a military leader before and during the 
American Revolution, as a leader of the Watauga Settlement, as the only 
Governor of the State of Franklin, and as the first Governor of the State of 
Tennessee. He has been called the Father of East Tennessee. Many stories 
related to the Sevier family are available to the interested reader. 
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The first iio birth entries in the family record book kept by Viemane and 
Nancy Dinwiddie Sevier. Kezia was their second child, born in the count- 
ing room of a store in Greeneville, Tennessee. From Pat Sabin.

Valentine and Nancy Dinwiddie Sevier were the parents of twelve children 
who survived to adulthood, all born in or near Greeneville, Tennessee. After 
Nancy died, Valentine married Vinerah Cannon and they had two children. 


More information concerning the ancestors of Kezia Sevier is known than 
that pertaining to George Jones. Even so, there are many gaps and much 
erroneous data presented by genealogists with interest in these families. 
Presented here are genealogy charts for those ancestors that are relatively 
well-accepted. My main focus has been on ancestors who lived at least part 
of their lives in American colonies or states.

It also seems evi- 
dent that Kezia’s namesake was her paternal grandmother, Kezia Robertson. 
I know of no earlier Kezia in her ancestry.

see,” and one of the early settlers in what would become the state of Ten- 
nessee. Charles, along with Robert Sevier and Christopher Cunningham, 
was a signer of the Watauga Petition drafted in March of 1775 requesting 
annexation to North Carolina Colony (referred to as Province in the peti- 
tion). Charles and James Robertson, along with John Sevier, were members 
of the twelve man Watauga Committee which drafted the petition.

The exact date on which George Jones arrived in Greeneville is not known 
to me. Certainly he would have been there some time before his marriage 
to Kezia Sevier, which took place on January 18, 1825. Their wedding cer- 
emony was conducted by Samuel W. Doak, a son of the Samuel Doak who 
held services at Sycamore Shoals on September 25, 1780, before the “Over- 
mountain Men” departed for the famous battle with British forces at King’s 
Mountain. It was at the battle of King’s Mountain that Kezia’s grandfather, 
Robert Sevier, received a wound that resulted in his death while attempting 
to return home.

In Greeneville, George Jones was well-known in the community. Not 
only was he married to a daughter of the distinguished Valentine Sevier, he 
served, on several occasions, as an alderman and was elected mayor of the 
town on January 3, 1835. Among those serving with George as aldermen of 
Greeneville were several who helped shape the local political environment. 
These included Andrew Johnson, a future President of the United States, 
and Mordecai Lincoln, a granduncle of another future President of the Unit- 
ed States. Additionally, future President Andrew Jackson had earlier had a 
brief sojourn in Greeneville before moving to Nashville. 


George was a partner of John Campbell Greenway in the Jones and Green- 
way merchandise store in the early 1820s. Both men were born in 1795 in 
the southwestern part of Virginia, Greenway near Abingdon in Washington 
County. Wytheville, birthplace of George Jones in Wythe County, is located 
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about 56 miles northeast of Abingdon. It seems possible that they knew 
one another before moving to Tennessee. By 1824 a merchandise store 
in Greeneville was referred to as “Jones and Greenways” or “Jones and 

Greenway” in local newspaper ad-

His 
parents were Stephen Garrett and Elizabeth Steele Hammond. His paternal 
grandfather was Robert (Robin) Garrett who was born in Virginia Colony 
and moved to Edgefield County, South Carolina Colony at about the time of 
the American Revolution. It is possible that Robin moved to South Carolina 
Colony along with, or at least in the same time period as John Hammond, 
James Robert’s maternal grandfather, shown in the chart below.

Information regarding the ancestry of James Robert Garrett was obtained 
from several sources, including familysearch.org. Importantly also, letters 
written to Carmelite (Cammie) Garrett Henry from her first cousin Kate 
Comfort Garrett Huebner are available in the Cammie G. Henry Research 
Center of the Watson Memorial Library on the Northwestern State Univer- 
sity of Louisiana campus in Natchitoches. Cammie was a daughter of Ste- 
phen Robert Garrett and Kate was a daughter of Charles Thomas Garrett. 
Both were granddaughers of James Robert and Jane Harriet Neilson Garrett 
and nieces of Sarah Lewis Garrett. 


In one of the letters to Cammie, dated March 5, 1935, Kate mentions ances- 
tors Stephen and Elizabeth Steel Garrett and Robin Garrett, writing that Ste- 
phen and Elizabeth were the grandparents of James Robert and Robin was 
his great grandfather. Even though this is off by one generation, it provides 
evidence of the names of her paternal ancestors. 


Family information for James Robert Garrett is also provided as part of a 
work entitled “Genealogical Table of the descent of the Family of Doug- 
las of Garrallan Scotland,” created by James Cummyng, said to have been 
Keeper of the Lyons Records. Part of that table as pertains to the ancestry 
of James Robert Garrett is reproduced in the figure shown below.

More family information is available about the maternal ancestors of James 
Robert Garrett. Names and dates presented here have been obtained from 
family trees or books published by others and not researched directly by 
myself. 
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It seems clear that the mother of James Robert Garrett was a daughter of 
John Hammond and Susannah Bacon, who were both born in Virginia Col- 
ony and moved to South Carolina Colony around the time of the American 
Revolution. The genealogy chart on page 19 shows Hammond ancestors 
of James Robert Garrett starting with his seventeenth century ancestors, 
John Hammond and Catha(e)rine Dobyns (or Dobbyns), who were born and 
lived their lives in Virginia Colony. Genealogy charts for Dobyns, Steele, 
and Bacon ancestors are shown on the following two pages. 


In the Hammond ancestral line, John and Charles are popular male names 
and Elizabeth and Katherine (or Catha(e)rine) are popular female names. 
Consequentially, it is easy to confuse individuals with the same name. 


The Hammond and Dobyns families of Richmond County, Virginia Colo- 
ny, were closely connected beginning around the time of their arrival from 
England in the seventeenth century. Job Hammond, father of John, and 
Daniel Dobyns, father of Catha(e)rine, were the American immigrants of 
each family. Relocation from Virginia Colony to South Carolina Colony 
by the family of Charles and Elizabeth Hammond 1s said to have occurred 
as a result of terrorization by royalists in their home colony. Charles and 
several of his sons joined the revolutionary war effort as American patriots 
and Charles’ son Samuel, as well as Charles himself, fought at the Battle of 
King’s Mountain. 


Elizabeth Steele was a second cousin of her husband Charles Hammond. 
Her mother was named Catha(e)rine, as was the mother of Charles Ham- 
mond. The maiden surname of Catha(e)rine Steele is commonly listed as 
Hammond. 


After American independence was achieved in 1783 with the signing of the 
Treaty of Paris, the Hammond family remained in Edgefield County, South 
Carolina. There were, of course, several locations at which Hammond fam- 
ily members resided. Charles Hammond appears to have lived on the west-

ern side of the county, not far from Campbellton (or Campbelltown), lo- 
cated close to Augusta, Georgia. This location has also been referred to as 
North Augusta. The Hammond family is said to have been involved with 
the development of this location and John, the oldest son of Charles, was a 
tobacco dealer there. In 1800, John was killed when a business competitor 
decided to eliminate the competition. John designated his sons Charles and 
Samuel, along with his son-in-law Stephen Garrett to be administrators of 
his will. Stephen Garrett was also bequeathed land in the region of Camp- 
bellton. The figure on page 26 shows notice of a sale of John’s estate by the 
three executors. 


It is noteworthy that one of John Hammond’s daughters was given the name 
of her paternal grandmother, Elizabeth Steele. She became the wife of Ste- 
phen Garrett. Additionally, a son of her son James Robert Garrett, namely 
Stephen Robert Garrett, named his first daughter Ann Steele. Iam not aware 
of other descendants given the Steele name. 


The Bacon ancestry of Elizabeth Steele Hammond is not entirely clear, al- 
though it is said by some that there is an indirect connection with Nathaniel 
Bacon, who was involved in the seventeenth century so-called Bacon’s Re- 
bellion in Virginia Colony. 


Ancestry of Jane Harriet Neilson 


Jane Harriet Neilson was born in Greene County, Tennessee, but grew up 
in Warm Springs, Buncombe County, North Carolina. She was the young- 
est of fifteen children born to her parents, William Neilson and Jane Lewis. 
Her father immigrated from Ayreshire, Scotland, in mid-eighteenth century. 
He and his brother Hugh settled in Loudoun County, Virginia Colony. They 
were nephews of William Douglas, who also immigrated to Virginia Colony 
from Ayreshire, Scotland, in the mid-eighteenth century. The Neilson broth- 
ers lived in a place they called Scotland, located west of the town of Lees- 
burg. The mother of William and Hugh Neilson was Elizabeth Douglas, sis-

William Douglas acquired a large tract of land located a few miles north 
of the present-day town of Leesburg when the region was part of Fairfax 
County. In 1757, Leesburg and surrounds became part of the newly created 
Loudoun County. William used the Douglas ancestral names of Garrallan 
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and Montressor to describe his property, shown on page 32. 


On June 12, 1761, William Douglas married Elizabeth, the widow of Ste- 
phen Lewis. She had five children from her previous marriage to Stephen 
Lewis at the time, one of which was Jane Lewis, born in 1752 (or 1753) in 
Fairfax (later Loudoun) County. Elizabeth and William had seven children 
of their own after their marriage, some of whom are buried in Leesburg, 
Loudoun County, Virginia (photos on page 33). Their names and infor- 
mation can be found on findagrave.com. The genealogy chart on page 30 
shows the direct Lewis ancestors of Jane Harriet Neilson. 


Offutt was the maiden surname of Elizabeth Lewis Douglas, a daughter of 
James Offutt and Rachel Beall. The genealogy chart on page 31 shows the 
Offutt ancestors of Jane Harriet Neilson. William Offutt, grandfather of 
Elizabeth, was the first in this line to reside in America He settled in Mary- 
land Colony and married Mary Brock, a daughter of Edward Brock, who 
was owner of a large tract of land in Prince George‘*s County, Maryland 
Colony. Much of the land owned by William Offutt was situated along the 
Potomac River.

Edward Brock had immigrated from Scotland in the mid-seventeenth cen- 
tury and became the original owner of property he called Brock Hall, which 
can be found on current day maps southeast of the District of Columbia

In addition to the Lewis and Offutt families, the Beall family lived in the 
vicinity of the what eventually became the District of Columbia. Ninian 
Beall, the maternal grandfather of Elizabeth Offutt, came to Maryland Col- 
ony in the mid-seventeenth century. He was born in 1625 in Scotland and 
fought with the Scottish Royalist cavalry. After being captured at the Battle 
of Dunbar in 1650, he was transported to Barbados and indentured there by 
those supporting Cromwell. He changed his surname from the original Bell

to Beall to reflect the fact that he had not been a supporter of Oliver Crom- 
well as had members of the Bell Clan. He married Ruth Moore in Calvert 
County, Maryland Colony about 1669 and became influential in the settle- 
ment of current day District of Columbia. Part of his property granted to 
him in 1703 was named Rock of Dumbarton and included much of current 
day Georgetown (shown in figure on page 35). 


William Neilson and Jane Lewis were married in 1771 in Loudoun County, 
Virginia Colony. They lived west of the town of Leesburg in the place des- 
ignated as Scotland, only a short distance to the east of the Appalachians and 
the Shenandoah River (shown on page 32). William’s brother Hugh lived in 
the same region of the county. Their uncle, William Douglas, who probably 
introduced William to Jane, lived north of Leesburg as already noted.

Nicholas Cresswell, who visited from England from 1774 to 1777. Cress- 
well wrote often in his journal about spending time with these families dur- 
ing his time in the colonies. Some of the more interesting and relevant en- 
tries by Cresswell are listed below. 


Saturday, August 3rd, 1776: “Went with Cavan to Mr. Neilson’s 
about 15 miles from town. He calls this place Scotland and I think 
it is well named.” 


Wednesday, August 7, 1776: “At Mr. Neilson’s, who is the 
most industrious man I have seen in Virginia, but an ugly place 
to cultivate.” 


January 5th, 1777: “This happens to be Mr. Neilson’s Birthday, 
as well as mine, We spent it as happily as our situation would 
admit. We are of the same opinion in political matters, which 
makes it more agreeable.”

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Thursday, November 14, 1776: “Mr. Booker and I went to 
Mr. William Neilson’s a particular friend of mine an 
industrious man and a Sgnik Dneirf.” (The two words at the 
end of this entry are Kings Friend written backwards and 
italicized.) 


Saturday, March 22, 1777: “At Mr. Neilson’s, Great tumults 
and murmurings among the people, caused by them pressing the 
young men into the Army. The people now begin to feel the 
effects of an Independent Government and groan under it, 

but cannot help themselves, as they are almost in general 
disarmed. May God continue and increase their confusion.” 
(This entry and the previous one indicate that William Neilson 
was in sympathy with England, at least during the early stages 
of the American Revolution. Cresswell was in fear of his own 
safety and of being captured and charged with espionage during 
these precarious times. Consequentially, he returned to England 
in 1777.) 


Wednesday, November 30, 1774: “This being 

the Anniversary of St. Andrew, the titular Saint of the Scotch, 
was invited to spend the evening with Captn. William Douglas 
and a number of other Scotch guests. Have been genteely treated 
and am now going to bed drunk. This is the first time.” 


Sunday, February 16th, 1777: “In the course of the last six days 

I have read more religious authors and had more discours about 
religion than in all my life before. Captn. Douglas uses his utmost 
endeavours to make a proselyte of me, but I can not find that 
Whitefield’s road to Heaven is one jot better or nearer than 

Martin Luther’s. Therefore, will continue in the opinion under 
which I was educated.” (William Douglas attended the Methodist 
Church in Leesburg and took Cresswell with him to services.) 


It is not clear when William Neilson first became aware of a thermal springs 
in western North Carolina, but, in about 1800 or earlier, he obtained land 
and moved there. The springs were located along the French Broad River 
in Buncombe County, which had just been formed from parts of Burke and 
Rutherford Counties. It was there, in what became Warm Springs (later Hot 
Springs) that he built an inn for the comfort of those who came for the sup- 
posed therapeutic value of bathing in the springs. 


Warm Springs became a popular resort and vacation site for multiple num- 
bers of people living in the newly established United States of America. 
Information about the springs was spread by news accounts and probably 
as well by other means, including word-of-mouth descriptions. Published 
accounts of Warm Springs routinely describe ownership transferred from 
William Neilson to his son William Neilson, Jr. and then to his daughter, 
Jane Harriet Neilson Garrett or her surrogate. At some point in time, the 
surname Nelson began to be used by some in place of Neilson. The reason 
for this change is not entirely clear but perhaps it was done to simplify the 
name or to avoid the stigma of having a foreign (Scottish) name during the 
turbulent times of war with England. 


Warm Sprinas, N. C., May 21. 
Just one hundred years ago this 
Summer these Springs frst became 
known to white men, at least, so 
Dr. Ramsey tells in his interesting 
Annuals of Tennessee. The whites 
had made no settlement in this sec- 
tion this side of the French Broad, 
and even on the’ other side pickets 
or spies, as they were then called, 
were constantly keptout in front of 
the senttlement to give warning of 
the approach of the dreaded foe, the 
Indians. But with all their vigi- 
Jance, the whites were not able en- 
tirely to protect either person or 
property. So it happened in the 
summer of 1778 that some horses 
were stolen from the settlement, 
-and in search of them two of the 
apies, Joho Reynolds and Thomas 
Morgan by name crossed the river. 
They crossed Spring Creek also, 
and in wading it, they found that 
in places its waters were warm. 
This led to other search than that 
for stolen horses, and the spies 
were soon rewarded by finding 
Warm Springs. ‘The next summer, 
Dr. Ramsey states, invalids resort- 
ed here for their health. Local 
traditions, however, go no further 
back than about the beginning of 
the present. century, when the State 
granted to. William R. Neilson, 
Esq, the tract ::of land upon which 
the Springs were situated. 
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There are, or rather there were, 
two springs, or two sets of springs, 
about a quarter of a inile apart, and 
ealled the upper and the lower, the 
litter hav:'ng been first discovered 
and first settled. The site of this 
Spring cannot now be found, and it 
is supposed to he covered by the 
river, which has been gradually cut-

T. A. R. Nelson was a widely known attorney and politician born in Roane 
County, Tennessee, near Knoxville on March 19, 1812, the second son of 
David and Phoebe White Nelson. Soon after his birth, his family moved to 
Knoxville, where his father opened a general merchandise store. In 1828, 
Tom graduated from East Tennessee College and eventually studied law 
under Thomas L. Williams, a prominent attorney in Knoxville. His influ- 
ential role as a Whig and Unionist in East Tennessee during the antebellum 
period and the conflagration of 1861-1865 is widely recognized. His friend- 
ship with Andrew Johnson no doubt played a role in him becoming part of 
the defense counsel during Johnson’s impeachment. Tom’s career achieve- 
ments have been reported in numerous publications, including a biography 
by Thomas B. Alexander entitled “Thomas A. R. Nelson of East Tennessee”’ 
published in 1956 by the Tennessee Historical Commission of Nashville.

The death of Mrs. Nelson removes 
the \last of the noted women of 
the south, who were conspicuous in 
public life during the war period, with 
the exception of Mrs, W. G. Brown- 
low. 


Mrs. Nelson was born at Greeneville, 
Tenn., April 18, 1826. She was the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs, Geo, Jones, 
her father, for years, belng a leading 
business man of Greene county. She 
attended Martha Washington college | 
at Abingdon, Virginia, where she 
graduated with honors. She was & 
great grand-daughter of Robert Sevier, 
brother of Gov. John Sevier, who fell 
at King’s mountain; also was a grad- 
daughter of Valentine Sevier, for twen- 
ty years circuit court clerk of Greene 
county. Her mother’s maiden name 
was Mary Sevier. She became the wife 
of Judge Nelson, August 7, 1852, and 
moved with him to Jonesboro, his old 
home. On March 4, 1865, she and her 
husband moved to Knoxville. They 
made their home where Mrs. Nelson 
died this morning. Judge Nelson died 
August 24, 1873, of Asiatic cholera just

Mary died on April 11, 1884, andis buried in Riverside Cemetery in Asheville, 
Buncombe County, North Carolina. Ed died on October 11, 1909, and is 
buried next to Mary in Riverside Cemetery. Their four children are also 
buried there nearby. 


Elizabeth Elvira Garrett was the second child of James Robert and Jane 
Harriet Neilson Garrett. She never married and lived in the family home at 
Warm Springs after her parents died. The exact date of her death has not 
been found but she is listed in the household of her brother Charles Thomas 
Garrett in the United States census for 1900 and 1910. She is not listed in 
the 1920 United States census. She is buried in the Neilson-Garrett Cem- 
etery at Hot Springs, Madison County, North Carolina, date unknown. 
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Cammie Garrett Henry, who visited Hot Springs, North Carolina, in 1893, 
referred to Elizabeth as Aunt Bett. A photo of Aunt Bett in her garden there, 
presumably taken by Cammie during her visit to Hot Springs in 1893, was 
found in the Cammie G. Henry Research Center. Another photo of Eliza- 
beth found there was taken by an unidentified cousin in August of 1908. She 
is Shown at a spinning wheel which Cammie noted was in her possession 
(There are several spinning wheels now in the Melrose Plantation house, 
but the specific one shown in the picture was not identified during my visit 
in 2017.) It was also noted that Elizabeth said the servants called the wheel 
“Miss Lizzie’s Plaything.”

The grave of William Neilson Garrett appears to have remained unmarked 
until the Shiloh Chapter of the United Daughters of the Confederacy 
(UDC) made application for his headstone in 1930 (authorized for private 
cemeteries in 1929). From familysearch.org. 
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Garrett, was born on November 10, 1838. By 1860, Stephen had moved 
out of the household of his parents and siblings and moved south. Before 
eventually living in Louisiana, he may have gone to South Carolina for a 
brief stay with his Garrett relatives there. 


On February 21, 1864, while on leave from his position in the Confederate 
Army, Stephen married Leudivine Erwin in Thibodaux, Lafourche Parish, 
Louisiana.

On March 28, 1877, 
Tom married Mary Link, a daughter of John Ephraim and Caroline Hoss 
Link, in Greene County, Tennessee.

Tom was the last of the original Garrett siblings to live on the family farm 
that had first been owned by William Neilson, his grandfather. Located 
along the French Broad River, the land inherited by Tom’s mother from her 
father was used as a farm. It was also situated on the Old Drover’s Road 
(also known as Drover’s Trail or Old Buncombe Turnpike) which was a 
commonly traveled road between Kentucky through northeast Tennessee to 
South Carolina and Georgia. James Garrett operated a stock and stage stand 
about a mile from Warm Springs to accommodate those driving animals 
between these points. 


The Garrett land became divided in 1889 as recommended by a court ap- 
pointed committee. The Garrett siblings still living and/or their spouses or

But your correspondent prefers to let 
Mr. Garrett answer substantially (o the 
questions propounded to him, to-wit: 

“My farm, wood land and range occu- 
pies in length one and one hall miles and 
comprises au area of 4,500 acres, of 
which 260 acres are cultivated in corn, 
wheat, oats, hay, po:atoes, etc., and, 
last but not least, tobacco. 1 betieve in 
and carry on diversified farming, and in 
order to succeed pay personal attention 
to it in all its varied stages from sun up 
to sun act, and now carry on stock rais- 
ing on a larger scale than ever belore. 

“The ensilage, storage, cutting and 
housing building before you, just finished 
isafavorite idea of mine and my first 
attempt on a big scale, combining the 
housing of 170 head of cattle, now on 
the range, who will be -stall-fed in here 
during the coming winter. TLe building 
isof astone base, erected by my own 
design and «plan, is of solid timber, 220 

‘feet long and 28 feet wide, two stories 
high, fo front and rear of this building 
arethe large platforme where theensilage 
in hauled and deposited in the mill, fed 
by a moveable steam engine and cutter 
of the Jatest invention, cutting and stor- 
ing, as is successfully done now, fully 30 
tone of ensilage a day. The lotts proper 
onthe second and partly third stories 
are 200 fret long by 28 in width, having 
oncachend large 14 feet square and 18 
feet deep. air tight pits with 
cemented bottoms cach holding 90 tons 
of ensilage, which deposits itself there 
from the steam cutter and mill, drawn 
up and into the receiving pits, of which 
there are four. The balance of the lofts 
are uscd for the deposit of wheat straw, 
hay, ete. 


“Underneath these lofts, on the ground 
floor, are four large, new, massively con- 
atructed cattle pits, going through the 
entire length of this air tight building of 
220 by 28 feet, each stall being divided 
most practically for one head of cattle, 
with several entrances, providing in all 
for 106 head of cattles, who, upon en- 
tering their respective stalls, are by a 
siruple process fastened tothe crib to 
remain until ready for market and to be 
succeeded by another installment of cat- 
tle tor fattening until they are ready for 
shipment. Water pipes rua through the 
whole building, the floors are of heavy 
timber like the stalls, with a proper ven- 
tilation and all apparatuses to keep the 
premiacs wholesome and clean. 

“The steam mill grinds the corn, etc., 
not only for the use of the farm, but also 
for the benefit of the neighbors around.” 

There are twenty-eight tobacco barns 
on the farm for the curing of tobacco, of 
which this year forty acres are in culti- 
vation, mostly of sup2rior grade, used 
principally for the manufacture of cigar- 
ettes, wrappers andthe better grades 
of smoking tobacco, and turned out in 
nine or ten grades. This year, how:ver, 
owing to unfavorable weather and sea- 
sons, the quality is rather inferior, while 
the quantity will not turn out more than 
ahalfacrop, which ‘is divided among 
ten white tenants and families, renters 
on the place, who pay their tull in kind. 

The process of cultivating, steaming, 
drying and finishing tobacco has under- 


|gone much improvement lately, and with 
‘the indomitable energy, plock and per- 


severance displayed by Garrett, he will 
soon bonat of one of the most advanced 
farms, cattle and horse raising establish- 
ments not only on the French Broad, 
but in North Carolina, the State of his 
nativity.

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James Jones and 
Sarah Lewis Garrett 


The marriage of James Jones and Sarah Lewis Garrett took place in Warm 
Springs, Madison County, North Carolina, on October 7, 1852. This event 
brought the Jones and Garrett families together and resulted in the geneal- 
ogy chart to me shown earlier. Also shown earlier is an excerpt from the 
1860 United States census enumerating them living next to George and Ke- 
zia Jones in Greenville, Greene County, Tennessee. Two of their children 
are also listed in their household in 1860. Their lives were soon to become 
less than tranquil. 


The extent to which James absorbed the well-known Unionist sympathies 
of his father George Jones or his brother-in-law Thomas A. R. Nelson is not 
known. However, he would soon be forced to decide his course of action at

Prelude To Crisis 


The highlights below are for purposes of outlining a few events that may 
have influenced the attitudes and beliefs of the Jones-Sevier and Garrett- 
Neilson families during the period between the American Revolution and 
the American Civil War. References cited at the end contain additional and 
more detailed information. 


North Carolina, one of the original thirteen American colonies, became the 
twelfth state of the union by ratifying the United States Constitution on No- 
vember 21, 1789. In February of that year, John Sevier, Governor of the ill- 
fated State of Franklin, took the oath of allegiance to North Carolina. The 
land that had been in Franklin was ceded by North Carolina to the federal 
government. This land, as well as much more near it, eventually became 
the State of Tennessee and included territory that was later named Greene 
County, as part of so-called East Tennessee. 


On June 1, 1796, Tennessee became the sixteenth state by ratifying the Unit- 
ed States Constitution. John Sevier was elected the first Governor of the 
state and held that office until 1801. After a brief interlude, he was again 
elected Governor of Tennessee in 1803 and served in that capacity until 
1809. By the end of Sevier’s term as Governor, the State of Tennessee had 
grown substantially and was then, as now, considered to contain three well- 
defined subsections--East, Middle, and West. 


The three sections extended the state west all the way to the Mississippi 
River. Large plantations characteristic of those in states to the south could 
be found in Middle and West Tennessee but were rarely seen in the moun- 
tainous parts of East Tennessee. Three natural and distinct regions of North 
Carolina were also referred to as subsections of that state. Extending to the 
Atlantic Ocean east of the mountainous region in the west were the Middle 
and Eastern sections. Just as was the case in Tennessee, large plantations 
were rare in the mountains but more prominent in Middle and Eastern North 
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Carolina. 


The social and political environments in East Tennessee and Northwest 
North Carolina during the first half of the nineteenth century were similar 
in many respects. Subsistence farmers in these regions had little need for 
large numbers of slaves to undertake farm labor. There were, however, 
small numbers of slaves used for that purpose as well as for more domestic 
activities. In 1860, slaves constituted only 6.9 percent of the population of 
Greene County, Tennessee, one of the smallest percentages in the three re- 
gions of the state. Similarly, Madison County in North Carolina contained 
one of the smallest percentages (3. ao of any other region of that state.

several members of the Sevier family, the former Tennessee Governor and 
future President Andrew Johnson, Thomas A. R. Nelson, and Sophia Lin- 
coln, widow of Mordecai Lincoln, all of East Tennessee. In North Carolina, 
Robert Baird Vance, future two time Governor of the state of North Carolina, 
and his brother Robert, a future Congressman from the state, were listed as 
1860 slave owners in Buncombe County, North Carolina. They both served 
in the Confederate Army while being members of the Whig party and pro- 
claiming themselves to be Unionists (1.e. opposing secession, a popular top- 
ic of the day). Generally speaking, being of the Unionist persuasion did not 
preclude slave ownership or service in the Confederate Army. Enlistment 
in the Confederate Army was made mandatory in states belonging to the 
Confederacy beginning in 1862. Consequently, many conscripted soldiers 
did not necessarily sympathize with the Southern cause. Furthermore, op- 
position to slavery did not necessarily lead to becoming a Unionist. 
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Before 1860, the issue of slavery in the United States had been debated on 
several occasions beginning with the drafting of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Acquisition of new lands by the United States in the Louisiana 
Purchase of 1803 sparked new debates about slavery and resulted in the so- 
called Missouri Compromise of 1820, a temporary solution which appeased 
most parties involved at the time. After the United States acquired addi- 
tional territory resulting from the outcome of the war with Mexico in 1848 
the hotly debated slavery issue reached a boiling point in the mid 1850s 


The Compromise of 1850 followed by the Kansas-Nebraska Act of 1854 
and the United States Supreme Court Dred Scott decision of 1857 negated 
the earlier Missouri Compromise leading directly to calamity. It would 
take only a few short years for the pot to boil over and crisis ensue. The 
final causal event was the 1860 election of Abraham Lincoln as President of 
the United States of America. The states of America, however, were by no 
means united after decades of controversy over slavery as well as over the 
rights of individual states to determine their own destinies. 


Both Northern and Southern states had threatened secession in the early 
years of the new republic. The early debates, however, never resulted in 
separation of the Union. In fact the question of secession vs. disunion con- 
sumed many discussions during that period. It was also debated whether 
states could actually secede from the Union or whether the correct proce- 
dure was to repeal their initial ratification of the United States Constitution. 
These issues became moot however upon secession by South Carolina on 
December 20, 1860. This occurred directly after the election of Abraham 
Lincoln that year. 


Political parties in the USA were in a state of flux during the first half of the 
nineteenth century. Generally speaking, the Democrat Party dominated in 
southern states and the short-lived Whig Party in northern states The Whig 
Party had split off from the Jacksonian democrats in 1834 because of disap- 
proval of some of the policies of President Andrew Jackson. Even in his 
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home state of Tennessee, Jackson was reviled by many residents, causing 
them to join the Whigs. The Republican Party, which nominated Lincoln for 
the presidency and espoused an anti-slavery agenda, gained strength soon 
after the mid-1850s decline of the Whig Party. 


In the absence of documentary evidence, it is difficult to know precisely the 
political parties to which the Jones or the Garrett families subscribed. It is 
known, however, that George Jones was a strong supporter for the Union. 
He was listed as a Unionist by the preeminent Unionist of East Tennes- 
see, William Gannaway Brownlow. While Brownlow was a member of the 
Whig Party, Unionists were not all necessarily so attached. In fact, Andrew 
Johnson, another Unionist and future President, was a leading member of 
the Democrat Party. 


One of the factors which probably influenced those who were Unionists 
in East Tennessee was the strong role men of that region had played in the 
winning of the American Revolution and in creation of the Union. The so- 
called Overmountain Men, including John, Robert, and Valentine Sevier, 
had marched south and won a victory at the Battle of King’s Mountain, a 
pivotal point in the American Revolutionary War. Included among them 
was Benjamin White, the maternal grandfather of Thomas A. R. Nelson. 
Tom’s father David Nelson had also fought the British in the War of 1812. 


It is conceivable that George Jones was a strong Unionist because of his 
connection to the Sevier family. However, his connection to the state of 
Virginia, the home state of four of the first five Presidents of the United 
States, was possibly a strong motivator as well. There were several sol- 
diers by the name of George Jones from Virginia and from Tennessee who 
fought in the War of 1812 but I have not been able to associate any of them 
to the George Jones who married Kezia Sevier. George might have been 
an initial supporter of Andrew Jackson because of his connection to Ten- 
nessee but Jackson’s opposition to the national bank and spending money 
for infrastructure development, actions that were detrimental to commercial

interests, might have turned him toward the Whigs, or at least toward the 
Unionist persuasion. Many in the newly formed Whig Party were part of 
the anti-Jacksonian faction. It has been said that Valentine Sevier, the father 
of Kezia Sevier Jones, was a long time member of the Whig Party. 


There is no question, however, about the party loyalty of Tom Nelson. He 
was a very prominent attorney in East Tennessee and an active member of 
the Whig Party. Tom’s Unionist sympathies were on display for everyone 
to see as he gave speech after speech regarding political issues of the day. 
By 1860, Tom had achieved a reputation in East Tennessee, as well as in 
other states of the USA, as a politician dedicated to the Whig Party. When 
the Whig Party dissolved in the mid 1850s, Tom joined the American Par- 
ty (dubbed the “Know-Nothing” Party) associating himself with a policy 
of nativism in American politics. The party consisted primarily of former 
Whigs and espoused a platform of electing only native-born citizens to lo- 
cal, state, and federal government offices. It also supported the exclusion 
of Catholics from political office since their loyalty was to the pope and not 
to the United States of America. Overall, the American Party platform was 
one dedicated to Unionism, consistent with that of the former Whig Party, 
while retaining a pro-slavery stance. 


The Whig Party had begun its descent in Tennessee when, in 1852, the dem- 
ocrat Andrew Johnson defeated the whig candidate Gustavus A. Henry for 
the governorship of the state. At the same time, the whig majority in the 
Tennessee legislature lost substantial numbers and the Democrats obtained 
a majority in the state senate. It was about this time that members of the 
Whig Party, including Tom Nelson, began their conversion to the new party. 
Tom was considered by his personal friend, the whig leader John Bell, to be 
a potential candidate for the United States Senate but his nomination did not 
come to fruition. Instead, Bell, who had been ill when he suggested Tom for 
the position, eventually ran for the seat and was elected to his second term 
in 1853. In the 1860 Presidential election, Bell, as a member of the Con- 
stitutional Union Party, won the vote for president in both Tennessee and 
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North Carolina. Lincoln was not on the ballot in either state. 


The demise of the American Party in Tennessee came soon after its candi- 
dates were defeated in the gubernatorial and legislative elections of 1857. 
Even though the opposition party, the Democrats, were shown as promoting 
immigration, approving naturalizations without proper credentials, and sur- 
rendering to southern slave interests, their candidate, Isham G. Harris, won 
the gubernatorial race that year. He replaced Andrew Johnson, the Demo- 
crat from Greeneville, who had served as governor of Tennessee from 1853 
to 1857. The Democrat Party maintained power in North Carolina state 
elections from 1851 to 1862. 


In 1859, Tom Nelson was elected to represent District 1 of Tennessee in 
the United States House of Representatives. By that time he had become 
a member of the Constitutional Union Party, to which many former Whigs 
had migrated. His speaking engagements and reputation increased substan- 
tially from that point. A major speaking engagement in Utah in April of 
1860 gave Tom the opportunity to address the issue of polygamy. He called 
for an end to the practice and the repeal of the Utah territorial act since it 
gave the Mormon church unconstitutional powers. He charged the church 
leaders with robbery and murder and included an attack on Joseph Smith 
for being a pious fraud and a “man more ready to live by his wits than by 
the labor of his hands.” This speech resonated well with Tom’s constituents 
back in Tennessee and gained him additional admirers. 


It seems likely that members of the George Jones family took pride in their 
relationship to Tom. His political stance, which included well-known Union- 
ist beliefs, was shared at least by George, the patriarch of the Jones family 
of Greeneville. Tom’s direct influence on political beliefs of other members 
of the Jones family is not known. However, his wife Mary was probably 
supportive but the political opinions of women carried little influence in the 
male-dominated world of nineteenth century America. 
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Similarly, it is possible that Kezia Sevier Jones, whose grandfather, Robert 
Sevier, gave his life in the revolution and whose granduncle, John Sevier, 
was an important political figure in establishment of the Union, might have 
expressed to her husband George her thoughts about the Unionist position. 
However, the extent to which her opinions had grown out of sentiment in 
honoring and sustaining the efforts of her ancestors is not known. Three of 
her brothers, three of her sons, and several of her Sevier related nephews 
eventually joined Confederate forces so the family ties to revolutionary and 
early republic times might not have been as strong as might be anticipated. 
On the other hand, Confederate conscription was a powerful incentive for 
joining Confederate forces and probably outweighed ancestral consider- 
ations. Kezia’a brother Robert, who graduated from West Point in 1828, 
had been a classmate of Robert E. Lee and a roommate of Jefferson Davis. 
His experiences at West Point were perhaps influencing factors for his entry 
into Confederate service, 


The antebellum sentiments of the Garrett family across the state line in 
North Carolina regarding the secessionist debate is not completely known. 
As a native of South Carolina, James Robert Garrett, the patriarch of the 
family, was potentially on the side of that state when it came to the topic of 
secession. This viewpoint is possibly born out by the fact that all of his sons 
as well as his sons-in-law Edward Sevier and James Jones eventually joined 
the Confederacy. 


In May of 1860, the Republican Party nominated Abraham Lincoln to be 
their candidate for President of the United States of America in the upcom- 
ing election. The selection of the Constitutional Union Party for President 
in the 1860 election was John Bell. The Democrats made Stephen A. Doug- 
las one candidate to appease northern states and John C. Breckinridge as an- 
other candidate in the so-called Southern Democrat Party. Lincoln’s victory 
has been attributed, at least in part, to this split by the Democrats.. 


The fateful election of 1860 brought Abraham Lincoln, a dreaded tyrant and 
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antagonist of pro-slavery interests in southern states, to the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States. It had been clear for several years prior to the 
election that southern states would not accept a president like Lincoln. 


Crisis 
The announcement of the election of Lincoln quickly led to the secession 
of South Carolina from the union on December 20, 1860. That state was 
followed by Mississippi (January 9, 1861), Florida (January 10, 1861), Ala- 
bama (January 11, 1861), Georgia (January 19, 1861), Louisiana (January 
26, 1861), Texas (February 23, 1861), Virginia (May 23, 1861), Arkansas 


(May 6, 1861), North Carolina (May 20, 1861), and Tennessee (June 8, 
1861). 


While there was little delay in the actions of the six states who were first to 
secede after South Carolina, North Carolina and Tennessee hesitated and 
became the final two states to join the Confederacy. Debates regarding se- 
cession were held in those states as well as in Virginia and Arkansas where 
there were conventions called to determine if each state should join the 
Confederacy. Events during early to mid 1861 were similar in both North 
Carolina and in Tennessee. 


In North Carolina, the question of whether to hold a convention to decide 
secession appeared on a special ballot on February 28. Unionists were suc- 
cessful in defeating the Secessionists by a narrow margin at that time. How- 
ever, events yet to take place would turn the tide in the opposite direction. 
Specifically, escalation of the Battle of Fort Sumter in South Carolina on 
April 12 prompted additional Secessionist sympathies in states like North 
Carolina which had yet to secede. However, when Lincoln called for 75,000 
troops to support the Union in order to destroy the rebellion, North Carolina 
Governor John Ellis denied the request in strong terms. Even the Unionist 
Zebulon Vance joined the Secessionist movement at that point. At a special 
session the North Carolina legislature proclaimed that all federal property 
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should be taken by the state and voted to have a convention at Raleigh on 
May 20. Delegates to that convention voted to join the Confederate States 
of America (CSA). The blame fell squarely on Lincoln because of his tyran- 
nical call for North Carolina to supply troops in support of the union. The 
quotas set by Lincoln required both North Carolina and Tennessee to pro- 
vide two regiments each to aid suppression of their fellow southern states. 


In Tennessee, a sequence of events similar to those in North Carolina led 
to secession. Tennessee Governor Isham G. Harris was clearly on the side 
of the states in the deep south. Amidst the secession frenzy of early 1861, 
he had called for a January 7th special session of the Tennessee General

Assembly asking them to approve a convention for purposes of discussing 
secession for the state. They decided to put the question of a convention 
to a vote of the people and set the date as February 9, 1861. By a narrow 
margin, the calling of a convention was rejected. The vote in East Tennes- 
see was overwhelmingly against the motion and Unionists in that region felt 
relief, albeit prematurely so. 


By that time, Tom Nelson was in Washington where the House had ap- 
pointed him to a committee of thirty-three to discuss ways for reconcilia- 
tion with states deciding to secede. He had drafted several resolutions for 
consideration but withdrew them in favor of similar proposals submitted in 
the Senate by John Jordan Crittenden of Kentucky. Tom’s speech on the 
house floor calling for peace was well received and Congress eventually 
passed a proposed constitutional amendment that would provide protection 
for slavery. In addition, laws allowing slavery in new territories were not 
repealed, enabling Dakota, Colorado, and Nevada territories to be created 
without slavery restrictions. 


That session of Congress adjourned on March 4, 1861, the day of Lincoln’s 
inauguration. The new President’s acceptance speech appeared to Tom to be 
non-inflammatory and he, along with Horace Maynard, representative from 
the Knoxville district, met two days later with Lincoln to discuss means of 
avoiding a civil war. After Tom returned to his home in Tennessee he wrote

Despite the optimistic outlook of Tom Nelson regarding his meeting with 
Lincoln, that sentiment was not shared by many in Tennessee or in other 
states such as their neighbor North Carolina. In fact, North Carolina with 
similar viewpoints to those in Tennessee was only a little ahead of their 
neighbor in secession deliberations. The attitude in North Carolina was that 
Lincoln had no intention of allowing states to follow their own course and 
that he would likely at some point intervene with the use of troops. This 
opinion was closer to reality than that maintained by Tom Nelson. Either 
Tom and Horace Maynard had heard only what they wanted to hear or they 
were told lies by Lincoln. 


In May of 1861, Tom Nelson and Andrew Johnson were fully engaged in 
a speaking tour together in East Tennessee to support the Unionist agenda 
when North Carolina held a second convention to determine the issue of 
secession for that state. As had been the case in Tennessee, the first such 
convention held in North Carolina declined secession. However, the Se- 
cessionist movement had gained substantial support, even among former 
Unionists, when Lincoln exceeded his authority by demanding on April 15, 
1861, that 75,000 troops be made available from several states to support 
the Union invasion of South Carolina. Tennessee and North Carolina were 
each required to provide about 1500 men (two regiments). Both governors 
had declined Lincoln’s call for troops. 


A brother-in-law of Tom Nelson, William Roadman Smith, wrote to him in 
August of 1861 expressing his disappointment with Tom as well as with the 
actions of Lincoln. He was dismayed with Tom for calling his colleagues 
traitors if they did not support the Unionist agenda. His argument with Lin- 
coln was the “unconstitutional, unnecessary, and ubiquitous” use of power 
in demanding troops to support the Union. Bill Smith had not previously 
been in favor of secession. His father and maternal grandfather had been 
prominent Whigs in East Tennessee. Referring to Lincoln and his advisors, 
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Bill declared “They accomplished what all the secessionists of the South 
could not do--they made me a rebel.” 


The extent to which these attitudes reverberated in the Jones and Garrett 
families is not known with certainty. However, the fact that George Jones 
was a known Unionist suggests that he might have tried to guide the others 
in that direction. After Lincoln’s actions many other family members may 
have sided with the views of Bill Smith. 


On the other side of the border, Lincoln’s actions were perceived in the 
same way as they were in Tennessee. The Garrett family opinions appear 
in all respects to have been on the side of secession, perhaps even more so 
after Lincoln’s infamous proclamation. 


The response to Lincoln was similar from both Governor Isham Harris of 
Tennessee and Governor John Ellis of North Carolina. Harris wrote “Ten- 
nessee will not furnish a single man for purposes of coercion but 50,000 if 
necessary for the defense of our rights and those of our southern brothers” 
and Ellis proclaimed “You can get no troops from North Carolina.” 


Governor Ellis quickly had all federal property in the state seized and called 
a special session of the legislature. On May 20, 1861, a date selected to co- 
incide with that of the Mecklenburg Declaration of Freedom of 1775, North 
Carolina repealed their previous ratification of the United States Constitu- 
tion. The next day the state became a member of the Confederate States of 
America (CSA). 


Tennessee Governor Harris also hastened to divorce his state from Lincoln’s 
Union. In an early move made within 5 days after the infamous proclama- 
tion from Washington, Harris appointed a pro-Secessionist to discuss with 
President Jefferson Davis the possibility of Tennessee becoming a member 
of the CSA. The Tennessee legislature was called into a special session and, 
on May 1, 1861, authorized Governor Harris to “enter into a military league 
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with the authorities of the Confederate States.” On May 6, the legislature 
adopted a Declaration of Independence and Ordinance dissolving relation- 
ships with the USA. The next day they ratified an agreement to become part 
of a Military League with the CSA. They furthermore adopted and ratified 
the Constitution of the Provisional Government of the Confederate States 
of America. 


The actions taken by Governor Harris and the Tennessee legislature were 
seen clearly by Unionists of East Tennessee, including Tom Nelson, to have 
been unconstitutional. Consequentially, the Tennessee General Assembly 
set June 8, 1861, as the date for the people of the state to vote again on the 
issue of secession. 


In opposition to secession, Unionists set May 30, 1861, as the date for a 
meeting to be held in Knoxville to draft resolutions regarding the issue to 
be presented to the people in June. Tom Nelson had teamed up with an old 
political opponent, Andrew Johnson, to tour East Tennessee in support of 
the Unionist cause and to promote the upcoming convention. They were 
received well in most places where they spoke and Tom was eventually 
elected President of the convention. George Jones, Tom’s father-in-law and 
Andrew Johnson’s friend, was probably in complete support of their cause. 


The anti-Secessionist resolutions drafted at the East Tennessee Unionist 
Convention (sometimes referred to as the Knoxville Convention) of May 
30 included opposition to the unconstitutional actions taken previously by 
the Tennessee legislature. It also authorized President Tom Nelson to call 
another convention depending upon the outcome of the June 8th decision of 
the people. 


The statewide vote on June 8 was overwhelmingly in favor of secession 
but the vast majority of voters in East Tennessee were against it. Even so, 
Tennessee seceded and became the last state to be admitted formally into 
the CSA. Then Tom Nelson exercised his authority and called for another

This is sometimes referred to as the 
Greeneville Convention. 


Prior to the Greeneville Convention, 
Tom drafted a “declaration of griev- 
ances” in which he called attention to 


suspected voter irregularities and fraud during the recent voting in the two 
western regions of Tennessee. Additionally, Tom had formulated a set of 
resolutions to be presented to those in attendance that would establish inde- 
pendence of action for the counties that consisted of East Tennessee. 


In addition to denouncing secession by accepting Tom’s grievances, the 
members voted to petition the Tennessee legislature that “East Tennessee 
and such counties in Middle Tennessee as desire to cooperate with them, 
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may form and erect a separate state.” The request to form a separate state 
had not been part of Tom’s original suggested resolutions although he had 
recommended that Unionist counties become the legal government of Ten- 
nessee. The resulting resolution that East Tennessee become a separate 
state was not acted upon by the legislature, but was referred to a joint select 
committee. 


Soon after the meeting at Greeneville, Tom Nelson called for another con- 
vention to be held on August 31 in Kingston for the purpose of organizing 
a new state consisting of East Tennessee counties. However, CSA troops 
occupied the region before that date, destroying any attempt to meet. 


Tom had selected Greeneville for the second convention in light of threats 
against his life as well as that of other Unionists in Knoxville. With the 
CSA occupation of East Tennessee, Tom found his life in even greater dan- 
ger in light of his well-known reputation as being against secession and on 
the side of the Union. He had spoken at

many public meetings with other Union- 
ists, including Andrew Johnson, in order 
to persuade the people of Tennessee to 
vote against secession. Most counties in 
East Tennessee decidedly supported his 
opinion. 


No doubt the entire situation was alarm- 
ing and stressful to the George Jones 
family, and certainly to Tom’s wife Mary 
and their children. It became even more 
trying in early August when Tom decided 
to travel to Washington D.C. anticipating 
his election to a seat in the United States 
Congress.

5, 1861, Tom and his entourage were 
discovered and taken prisoners by a group of Confederate soldiers. In light 
of Tom’s prominent status, news of his capture spread rapidly. His family 
undoubtedly became extremely stressed and fearful, especially in light of 
the fact that David had been taken along with Tom. 


Newspaper accounts obviously varied in opinion regarding Tom even be- 
fore he was taken prisoner. The pro-Confederate papers were delighted that 
he was captured while the Union papers lamented the fact. The story was 
widely distributed that Tom and the others had been overcome in southwest- 
ern Virginia and taken to Cumberland Gap before being sent to Richmond 
by way of Abingdon. 


Despite attempts by Unionist sympathizers to rescue Tom, he arrived safely 
in Richmond by train from Abingdon on August 10. While there, he was 
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ARREST OF THE TRAITOR NELSON. 

The Knoxville Register, of the 7th inst., 
gives arumor of the arrest of that malignant 
traitor, Thomas A. R. Nelson, president of the 
conspirator’s convention of East Tennessee.

Quite an excitement prevailed on our streets 
yesterday, growing out of a rumor, whith was 
subsequently confirmed, that Mr. T. A. R. 
Nelson, the avowed candidate for the Linrotn 
congress at the late election, had been arrested 
in western Virginia, by citizens of that State, 
while endeavoring to make bis way to Wash- 
ington. The remainder of the wortdy trio, 
viz: Maynard and Bridges, seem to have been 
more fortunate zetting through the mountaina 
and to Kentucky. 

Mr. Nelson chose to try to run the gauntlet 
of Western Virginia, was taken, and will 
probably be sent to Richmond, where he will 
either take the oath of allegiance to the Con- 
federate States and take hi3 seat in the Con- 
federate Congress, or be dealt with as the law 
and the facts in his case may determine. The 
Lincoln government has set the example of 
arresting suspected citizens, in Baltimore and 
St. Louis, and scnding them to prison in dis- 
tant e!ties for much jess offense than Mr.

Tom was back in the news by the fall of 1862, however, in light of the an- 
nouncement and discussions of the Emancipation Proclamation put forward 
by Lincoln on September 22nd of that year. Tom had never been against 
slavery but spoke for its protection and opposed any attempt at emancipa- 
tion. Tom’s stance toward Lincoln and the Union now took a sharp turn. 
He no longer felt compelled to adhere to isolation and silence with regard 
to the ongoing conflict he had pledged the previous year. His response to 
Lincoln’s tyranny, written on October 3rd, was published in leading news- 


Bat, of all the acts of despotiem of which 
the civil war in which we are now eay 
bas been the prolific eource, there is not one 
which, in the slightest degree, equals the 
atrceity acd barbariem of Mr. Lincoin’s proc- 
lumation.

As expected, Tom’s message was received with mixed reaction. Union- 
ists felt betrayed while Confederates were relieved that Tom appeared to 
be fully on their side. However, complicating the picture was the fact that 
Tom’s son David, now 17 years old, had just been captured by Confederates 
while attempting to join Union forces. David was in a Confederate prison 
and some felt that Tom’s charges against Lincoln were part of an attempt to 
appease Confederates just to secure David’s release. Even though that had 
not been Tom’s motive, David was still released. Contrary to Confederate 
expectations of the outcome of his release, David was eventually able to 
join the Union army.

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residence in Louisiana, which seceded on January 26, 1861, was perhaps a 
deciding factor for him to enlist in a Louisiana unit on April 15, 1861, but 
his ties to South Carolina as well as to his birth place and family in North 
Carolina may have carried additional weight. 


Stephen served in several Louisiana Confederate units during the war, in- 
cluding Austin’s Battalion of Sharp Shooters, Captain Fenner’s Battery of 
Light Artillery, and the Crescent Rifles of Rightor’s Battalion, Louisiana 
Infantry. As a Second Lieutenant, Stephen was transferred to the Pelican 
Battery Light Artillery in February of 1863. He was on leave of absence 
from that unit when he married Leudivine Erwin on February 21, 1864. On 
April 17, 1864, he was promoted to First Lieutenant Jr. in Taylor’s Corps, 
Trans-Mississippi Department. At war’s end he returned to his home in 
Louisiana where he died in 1896. As was the case for many other surviving 
Confederate soldiers, Stephen was required to recant his involvement in the 
CSA in order to restore his citizenship and to continue voting. 


During his years as service to the CSA, Stephen was promoted from Corpo- 
ral to First Lieutenant. At the time of his death he was referred to as Captain

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In early 1862, Will was involved in raising a unit for Confederate service as 
“artillerists.”” On June 15, 1862, he was mustered into service as a Second 
Lieutenant in Captain Alfred H. Baird’s Company (Allen’s Rangers) in the 
Sth North Carolina Cavalry. This unit became Company A, 5th Battalion, 
North Carolina Cavalry. Will was soon promoted to First Lieutenant in the 
Sth Battalion. On October 9, 1862, he was given the rank of Major in the 
64th North Carolina Regiment and promoted to Lieutenant Colonel in the 
same unit on May 15, 1863. 


Will’s time as Lieutenant Colonel with the 64th was not long lived as he 
was captured at Cumberland Gap on September 9, 1863. As a prisoner of 
war, Will was first taken to a Military Prison in Lexington, Kentucky. On 
September 23, 1863, he was taken to Johnson’s Island, located in Lake Erie 
just off the Ohio coast in Sandusky Bay near the city of Sandusky. 


Johnson’s Island was utilized by the Union as a site for a prisoner of war 
camp from 1861 until the end of the war in 1865. Most of the prisoners sent 
there were Confederate officers and Will was incarcerated there until his 
release on July 25, 1865. As was the case for others confined as prisoners

On October 20, 1863, Tom was captured by Union troops and sent to Camp 
Chase near Columbus, Ohio. On November 14, 1863, he was sent from 
Camp Chase to Johnson’s Island where Will was being held. The record of 
Tom’s incarceration at Johnson’s Island notes his capture in Roane Coun- 
ty, Tennessee, but Tom later testified that he was taken prisoner in nearby 
Sweetwater, Tennessee. 


Tom was released from Johnson’s Island on June 11, 1865, after signing the 
Oath of Allegiance. A little more than a month later, Will was also released. 
In 1891, former Confederate soldiers living in Tennessee were allowed to 
request pensions for their service. Will’s application, initiated in 1903 while 
he was residing in Hardin County, Tennessee, included testimony from his 
brother Tom regarding their service records. Tom also provided informa-

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tion regarding their time together at Johnson’s Island and supported Will’s 
statements that he had become sick while on the island. 


Needless to say, conditions in prisoner of war camps on both sides of the 
conflict were generally atrocious. Even though the camp on Johnson’s Is- 
land was utilized mostly for Confederate officers, the conditions were still 
extreme and not conducive to good health. Will Garrett’s health apparently 
did not much improve after his release and he complained of many ailments 
that had begun on Johnson’s Island and continued until his death in 1912. 
His pension application describes him as having arthritis and as being fee- 
ble. There are many similar reports from other combatant detainees across 
the spectrum of prisoner of war camps inhabited in the years 1861-1865. 


Despite Will’s ill health, he was able to marry Elizabeth Joella Foster in 
South Carolina about a year and a half after his release from Johnson’s Is- 
land. The circumstances of their meeting are not known with certainty but 
itis probably significant that Joella’s first cousin, Edwin Henry Bobo, was a 
prisoner on Johnson’s Island at the same time as Will. (As is the case with 
Joella, Edwin is my third cousin, four times removed, on my father’s side.) 
Edwin had been captured as a First Lieutenant in Holcomb’s Legion Infan- 
try Battalion of South Carolina on April 1, 1865, shortly before the end of 
the war, at the Battle of Five Forks, Virginia, Edwin signed the Oath of Al- 
legiance and was released on June 11, 1865, the same day as the release of 
Tom Garrett. It seems entirely possible that Edwin introduced Will to Joella 
in South Carolina sometime after the war. 


Another relative also incarcerated on Johnson’s Island during the war was 
Charles Francis Sevier, a Midshipman in the Confederate States Navy. 
Charles was a son of James Sevier, making him a nephew of Kezia Sevier 
Jones. He was also a nephew of Edward Sevier, who had married Mary 
Neilson Garrett. Charles had been captured at Sailor’s Creek, Virginia, on 
April 6, 1865, and imprisoned at Johnson’s Island on April 19. Before be- 
ing taken to Johnson’s Island, Charles was first held along with others of his 
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battalion in the Capitol Building at Washington, D. C. where he was located 
on the night of Lincoln’s assassination. Charles was released after signing 
the Oath of Allegiance on July 4, 1865. He, along with many other Sevier 
relatives, including James Jones, lived in Hardin County, Tennessee, after 


the war. 


Edward Sevier also served in the Confederate army, but he appears to have

remained in his unit to the end of 
the war. Ed’s application for a pen- 
sion, initiated in 1901, stated that he 
enlisted in Company I of the Sixth 
North Carolina Cavalry “on or about 
the Ist day of October, 1861.” The 
Sixth Cavalry was part of the Sixty- 
Fifth North Carolina Regiment. His 
service records indicate his enlist- 
ment at Big Creek Gap, Tennessee, 
on November 1, 1862. The muster 
roll for Ed in September and Octo- 
ber of 1864 indicates that he was 
present and reported as sick. In his 
pension application, a physician 
described him as having paralysis 
and unable to work or dress him- 
self. Ed mentioned in that applica- 
tion that he had suffered from the 
effects of an abcess that he had on 
his body while his unit was at Kin- 
ston, North Carolina. The records 
show that they were in Kinston in 
the spring of 1864. 


Ed Sevier and Captain V. S. Lusk,

who was in charge of Company I of the Sixth Cavalry, were both from 
Greeneville, Greene County, Tennessee, and knew each other. Lusk was 
captured in 1863 and sent to Johnson’s Island where he remained for the du- 
ration of the war. Lusk knew the Garrett brothers while at Johnson’s Island 
and wrote a letter of support for Will’s pension application. It seems pos- 
sible that Lusk had encouraged Ed Sevier to join the Sixth Cavalry in 1861 
and had also known the Garretts before the war.

His enlisting officer in the 62nd Tennessee Infantry 
was his brother-in-law William Roadman Smith. Tom was recorded as be- 
ing absent and “at home on Surgeon’s Certificate” from December 1, 1862, 
through April of 1863. Sometime after that he is listed as being assigned to 
Madison Hospital as “Assistant Druggist” in his hometown of Greeneville, 
Tennessee, at least through July of 1863. I have found no records of him 
after that point and assume that he spent the rest of the war in that position. 
He was fortunate to have had what appears to have been light duty in the 
Confederate Army.

Oath signed by William Roadman Smith as a Prisoner of War in 
July, 1863, vowing to not take up arms against the USA. 


William Roadman Smith, son-in-law of George and Kezia Jones, organized 
a company in his hometown of Newport, Cocke County, Tennessee, in Sep- 
tember of 1862 that eventually became the 62nd Tennessee Mounted Infan- 
try. He was probably influential in recruiting his brother-in-law, William 
(Tom) Jones, and in helping him obtain light duty. 


Smith was initially elected Captain in Company I of the unit and promoted 
to Major in April of 1863. His unit surrendered at Vicksburg, Mississippi, 
on July 4, 1863. He was paroled on July 8 after signing an oath to not take up 
arms again against the USA. As was the case with many others, he returned 
to his Confederate unit only to be captured again on October 28, 1864, at 
Morristown, Tennessee. William Roadman Smith was sent to Johnson’s 
Island where he resided until signing the Oath of Allegiance to the USA on 
June 2, 1865. 
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The service record of Valentine Sevier Jones, son of George and Kezia 
Jones, is mysterious. In 1913, his widow Almeda filed for a pension after 
hearing from others regarding Val’s purported service in the Civil War. She 
requested verification that he had crossed the mountains to Fort Nelson, 
Kentucky, in 1863 and joined Colonel Crawford’s Heavy Artillery. The 
War Department was unable to verify Vals participation in any of the Heavy 
Artillery service units and the issue was dropped from consideration. No 
other records for him during this period have been found by me.

Part of the application for a pension made by Almeda Jones, widow of 
Valentine Sevier Jones, in 1913. The War Department was unable to verify 
her account of his activities and her pension request was denied. 
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The Civil War record of James Jones, the oldest son of George and Kezia 
Jones, 1s also confused by inconsistencies and an incomplete timeline. As 
expected, there were many Civil War soldiers with the common name of 
James Jones so determining the correct record for James Jones of Greenev- 
ille, Tennessee, is sometimes challenging. Fortunately, there are a few clues 
that can be used to narrow down the search for his records. 


In 1913, Tennessee Senator John K. Shields, probably at the request of Sar- 
ah Lewis Garrett Jones, asked the War Department for the war record of the

In May of 1924, Hattie, being unable to fill in the application form herself, 
authorized Mrs. K. Patterson, registrar of the Shiloh Chapter in Savannah, 
to reregister her (see Addendum, page 363). It is unclear how or where in- 
formation about James Jones being given the Civil War rank of Lieutenant 
was discovered between the 1913 request to the War Department and the 
1924 reapplication, but 1t seems to have been carried forward to 1930 when 
a request for his tombstone was made by the Shiloh UDC Chapter. The 
form sent to the War Department in 1930 was filled in by Nancy Mariah 
Sevier (also referred to as Rige), a first cousin of James Jones as well as a 
friend and business partner of his daughter Hattie.

Application to the United States War Department for a headstone for 

the grave of James Jones initiated on November 15, 1930, by the Shiloh 
Chapter of the United Daughters of the Confederacy located in Savannah, 
Hardin County, Tennessee. The stone was shipped in February of 1931 to 
Nancy (Nannie) Mariah Sevier, a member of the Shiloh Chapter, first cous- 
in of James Jones, and good friend of his daughter Hattie. 
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Beginning in 1906, an act by the United States Congress authorized head- 
stones for the graves of those who fought for the Confederate cause. On 
May 26, 1930, the War Department allowed the Confederate Cross of Honor 
to be inscribed on the stone. Soon thereafter, the Shiloh Chapter of the UDC 
applied to the War Department for a headstone for the grave of James Jones, 
who had died on April 6, 1879, and was buried in the Savannah Cemetery. 
The application gave his rank as First Lieutenant just as had Hattie’s UDC 
reapplication in 1924. The extent to which Hattie or other members of the 
Jones family knew about or had input to the application is not known. Nev- 
ertheless, the headstone for James Jones that arrived in 1931 inscribed his 
rank as First Lieutenant and stands today in the Savannah City Cemetery. 


The Civil War records available regarding James Jones and the Sixtieth North 
Carolina Regiment are consistent with the 1913 request for War Department 
records and their reply, specifically, that he was an Ordinance Sergeant and 
was reported to be absent without leave on the May and June, 1864, roll. 
Evidence of his promotion to First Lieutenant has not been found. It has 
possibly been lost or, more likely, he has been mistaken for another sol- 
dier. 


The records for Ordnance Sergeant James Jones mention only that he was

This is consistent with the 1924 UDC reapplica- 
tion by Hattie Jones in which it was stated that he had been captured when 
he was on furlough and spent the remainder of the war in Camp Morton. 
However, there is no James Jones found in the records of Camp Morton that

After a brief stay at Vicksburg to relieve Confederate troops and facilitate 
retreat, the Sixtieth moved on toward Chickamauga as reinforcements. 
They arrived there on September 1, 1863, and were involved in the Battle of 
Chickamauga later that month as well as the Battle of Missionary Ridge in 
late November. James Jones was listed as being present on the November 
and December, 1863, muster roll at Chattanooga and never returned from a 
furlough issued on January 16, 1864. The report of his capture and confine- 
ment at Camp Morton has not been confirmed by any official records of the 
Civil War that I have examined The name James Jones is so common that 
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it is almost impossible to narrow the search for our ancestor. 


In requesting a furlough in January of 1864, James Jones may have been 
intending to travel to Warm Springs where a family tragedy had recently 
occurred. His father-in-law, James Robert Garrett, had been killed in the 
front yard of his Warm Springs home on October 16, 1863, by a member 
of the 2nd North Carolina Mounted Infantry unit of the Union Army com- 
manded by George Washington Kirk. (George Washington Buckner, my 
second great grandfather, was a newly listed member of that unit, having 
joined on September 15 of that year after deserting the Confederate 64th 
North Carolina Infantry.) The news of the death of James Robert Garrett 
probably didn’t reach James Jones until much later and might have precip1- 
tated his request for furlough. 


It is not clear whether or when the news of the death of James Robert Gar- 
rett reached his sons. William Neilson and Charles Thomas Garrett were 
prisoners of war at the time. Stephen Robert Garrett had been assigned to 
the Pelican Light Artillery earlier in 1863 and was probably with that unit 
when it was serving near Stirling’s Plantation in Louisiana. His request for 
a furlough soon thereafter was possibly due to receiving news of his father’s 
death. In any case, he took the opportunity to marry Leudivine Erwin while 
on furlough. 


The news of the death of James Garrett was widely circulated and men- 
tioned in several publications. It became part of family discussions and was 
recorded in the Wood family bible where it was written that his killer was 
William Sprinkle. 


Folder 80 of the Melrose Collection in the Cammie G. Henry Research L1- 
brary contains letters to Cammie from one of her first cousins, Catherine 
“Kate” Comfort Garrett Huebner. Kate was a daughter of Charles Thomas 
and Mary Link Garrett. One of the letters in folder 80 from Kate written 
to Cammie from Minneapolis, Minnesota, in the 1930s or 1940s provides a 
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brief description of the death of their grandfather, James Robert Garrett. In 
the letter, Kate mistakenly writes that he was killed by “Sherman’s men on 
their march to the sea.” In fact, it was not Sherman’s men who killed James 
Robert Garrett as Sherman did not begin his march until 1864. Rather, it 
was George Washington Kirk’s men of the Second North Carolina Mounted 
Infantry who rode up to the Garrett home near Warm Springs, North Caro- 
lina, on October 16, 1863. Kate wrote: 


“the man who killed him was named Stevens. As I under- 
stand, Stevens was a Tenn. man who had joined the yankee army. 
Grandfather G was standing at the front gate smoking his pipe 
when these men came by (someone had told them that grand- 
father had sold some cattle and they demanded this money). 
Grandfather told them that he would not give it to them and 
turned around to go in the house, and they shot him down and 
rode away.” 


“Grandfather was killed on Oct. 16th 1863. Buried Sunday 
Oct. 18th at half after 12 oclock.” 


Contradictions regarding the individual who actually killed James Garrett 
have not been resolved since I have not seen any other sources that mention 
a name. Both Sprinkle and Stephens were members of the Second North 
Carolina at the time that James Garrett was killed. James Robert Garrett is 
buried in the Neilson-Garrett Cemetery, Hot Springs, North Carolina. 


A book entitled “Fear in North Carolina. The Civil War Journals and Let- 
ters of the Henry Family,” compiled and edited by Karen L. Clinard and 
Richard Russell contains passages referring to the death of James Garrett 
The journal entry made by Cornelia Henry of Buncombe County, North 
Carolina, on Saturday, October 17, 1863 (book page 166) mentions the death 
of James Garrett. 
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“...tories made a raid on Warm Springs last night & killed old 
Mr. Garrett, took all his horses....”’ 


After his death, his widow, Jane Harriet Neilson Garrett and daughters still 
living at home continued to be tormented. A letter written by Cornelia’s 
husband, William L. Henry, on April 26, 1864, and published on page 212 
of the book, describes additional raids.

“The tories have robbed Mr. Garretts house once or twice.’ 


A journal entry by Cornelia Henry dated Sunday, May 14, 1865 (book page 
278), mentions a visit by Mr. Sevier (this was Edward Sevier, brother of Ke- 
zia Sevier Jones and husband of Mary Neilson Garrett) who reported that: 


“Mrs. Garrett has been robbed till she has nothing scarcely.” 


In fact, the widow Jane Harriet Neilson Garrett continued to be harassed 
in the aftermath of the war during what have been referred to as the recon- 
struction years. 


Pages 659-671 in “Histories of the Several Regiments and Battalions from 
North Carolina in the Great War 1861-’65” Volume 3, edited by Walter 
Clark, provide a discussion of the officers and activities of the 64th North 
Carolina Regiment. William Neilson Garrett, the oldest son of James Rob- 
ert and Jane Harriet Neilson Garrett, was a Major when this Confederate 
unit was first organized in 1862. On page 662 of this book, there is mention 
of the fact that William was later promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and that 
he was: 


“a good soldier and of good family, which for many years had lived 
near Hot Springs. His father was brutally murdered, shot down on 
his own door step in the very arms of wife and daughters. ”’

According to the 1924 UDC application of Hattie Jones, her father James 
spent the remainder of the war in Camp Morton after he was captured while 
on furlough. Therefore, his promotion from Sergeant to First Lieutenant in 
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little more than a year after being declared absent without leave and removed 
from the rolls of the Sixtieth North Carolina Infantry seems unlikely. 


The failure to find records to verify the complete Confederate service of 
James Jones also calls into question his complete name. No birth certifi- 
cate or birth record has been found for him and it is now unclear if, in fact, 
the middle initial of M actually applies to James Jones, son of George and 
Kezia Sevier Jones. Nothing apart from the M engraved on his headstone 
in the Savannah Cemetery shows him with that middle initial or name. He 
signed simply as James Jones in every document I have examined. None 
of his signatures include an M between James and Jones. Even the request 
for his headstone by the UDC Shiloh Chapter was typed James Jones. The 
M. was apparently added by the War Department thinking the stone was for 
James M. Jones, a different person having the rank of Lieutenant. Because 
the M is engraved on his headstone, genealogists have, unfortunately, as- 
sumed it to be true. That name probably has been merely carried forward 
by others and has, therefore, been regarded as fact and become pervasive. 
Even an inexplicable C added by the 1860 census taker is likely not accurate 
for James.

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It was not safe for anyone who had leanings toward the Confederacy to be 
in East Tennessee for several years after the war ended. In fact, much of the 
south after the war was under assault from northerners (so-called carpetbag- 
gers and copperheads) as well as local Unionists intent on payback. Some 
regions were safer than others and an exodus from East Tennessee to those 
areas in Kentucky or Virginia by Confederate sympathizers began in 1863 
as the Union began to occupy the region. A similar exodus of Unionists had 
occurred in early days of the war when Confederate troops were the domi- 
nant force in Tennessee and exerted extreme measures against those with 
Union sympathies. 


It seems clear that James and Sarah Jones resided in Virginia for a few years 
after the war since their son, James Robert Jones was born there on Febru- 
ary 5, 1867. (James Robert Jones was known to the cousins of my genera- 
tion as Uncle Bob since our grandmother Katherine “Dokey” Wood Drum- 
mond, his niece, spoke of him by that name) The exact location of their

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a few years after the war. It is conceivable that other members of the family 
were living close to them in the same time period. It appears to have been 
safer there for former Confederate soldiers than East Tennessee where ex- 
tremists were intent upon punishing anyone who had southern sympathies. 


Abingdon is in Washington County, Virginia, separated by one county from 
Wythe County where George Jones had lived before moving to Tennessee. 
Therefore, the possibility exists that the James Jones family lived with some 
members of the family in that region. It is also possible that George and 
Kezia Jones fled Greeneville at some point in time to live elsewhere, maybe 
Virginia, as a means of escaping the hostile environment. 


Business activities in most places during the course of the American Civil 
war were almost non-existent. Goods were scarce and subsistence relied on 
individual resources. General stores like those belonging to George Jones 
closed and went bankrupt. The exact status of the store of Jones & Com- 
pany in Greeneville is not known but George’s post-war attempts to recover 
unpaid accounts have been noted in several newspaper notices. Unpaid 
accounts appear to have extended back to the time when the store was co-

The extent to which George Jones was able to collect on debts that were 
owed him after the war was over is not known. It seems likely that his store 
had been closed for much of the time the Confederates were in charge in 
Greeneville but it may have been possible to open up sometime after the

George Jones did not live much 
longer after his collection at- 
tempts in 1865. He died almost 
one year after placing the ads in 
the New Era shown previously. 
The cause of his death on Sep- 
tember 21, 1866, at the age of 
71 is not known but he lived to 
be older than most men of that 
era. He is buried in Old Har- 
mony Graveyard, Greeneville, 
Greene County, Tennessee. 


George died intestate and, de- 
spite losses during the war, his 
estate was very large and so 
complicated that it took more 
than two decades to satisfy all 
heirs in what became contest- 
ed after starting with what ap- 
peared to be an amicable family 
settlement (Appendix A).

Union stronghold. This contributed substantially to the incident at Warm 
Springs in which James Robert Garrett was killed. The Union troops that 
raided Warm Springs in the Fall of 1863 were based in Greeneville and the 
short distance from there to Warm Springs as well as the dominant presence 
of Union soldiers may have contributed to target selection. 


During the Union occupation of East Tennessee there was considerable ani- 
mosity and violence creating a lawless and chaotic environment. Those with 
Confederate service records or sympathies, like James Jones, his brother 
Tom, and his brother-in-law William Roadman Smith, were forced to move 
away and live elsewhere after the war ended. Tom Nelson moved his fam- 
ily to Knoxville in April of 1865, because it was safer for Unionists to live 
in East Tennessee. Nevertheless, Unionists, including Tom, continued to 
receive harassment from both sides. 


By the time the 1864 elections rolled around, Tom Nelson felt compelled 
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to oppose Lincoln. He was of the opinion that his previous vow to Jef- 
ferson Davis did not prevent him from playing a role in reconstruction of 
his own state. Consequently, he called for a meeting of the East Tennessee 
Convention to be held in Knoxville on April 12, 1864, for purposes of de- 
termining a course of action against Lincoln. The old issue of creation of a 
new state consisting of counties in East Tennessee was also on the agenda 
(The Tennessee legislature rejected such severance in the following year). 
At the opening of the meeting Tom said a few words of introduction and 
immediately resigned as chair of the convention. In the end, the conven- 
tion accomplished nothing but created more animosity between moderate 
Unionists like Andrew Johnson and radical Unionists like W. G. Brownow 
who sought harsh retribution against Confederates. 


Complicating the issue of the 1864 election challenge against Lincoln was 
the fact that Lincoln had chosen Andrew Johnson, the Military Governor of 
Tennessee, as his preference for vice president. Tom Nelson and other East 
Tennessee Unionists, mostly former Whigs, provided their support to the 
Democrat candidate General George Brinton McClellan to oppose Lincoln 
since they felt he would bring about a longed-for end to the war by compro- 
mise.

politics, desiring to retire to private life in East Tennessee. Andrew Johnson 
authorized gubernatorial elections in Tennessee before going to Washington, 
DC, for his inauguration as vice president. Confederates were prohibited 
from taking an oath which was required of all voters in that election. Con- 
sequently, the Confederate hater W. G. Brownlow was elected Governor 
and the Tennessee state government was re-established. 


Few people were more responsible than Brownlow for fanning the flames 
of hatred of Confederates in Tennessee before and after his inauguration 
as governor in 1865. His reputation for inflammatory rhetoric was well 
known as a result of his many editorial comments in his newspaper which 
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was known as the Knoxville Whig and Independent Journal after he moved 
it from Jonesborough in 1849. He acknowledged his advocacy of a “vio- 
lent death” to Confederates and vowed to “do more of the same work” in a 
Knoxville Whig editorial on January 11, 1865. Referring to the Confeder- 
ates in the same editorial, Brownlow said “Shoot them down like dogs, is 
our advice, or in some other appropriate way terminate their lives and send 
them, by the most direct route, to the same hell where hundreds of thou- 
sands of them have gone since the war began, and where untold thousands 
will yet land.” 


Brownlow’s position on treatment of Confederates did not lessen in inten- 
sity after he took office as Governor of Tennessee. His attitude continued 
to be harsh and insulting and contributed to a difficult reconstruction period 
in the state. Continued lawlessness and terror were only encouraged by his 
rhetoric. 


Before becoming vice president, Andrew Johnson was supportive of Brown- 
low’s extreme anti-Confederate opinions. Once Johnson became president 
as a result of Lincoln’s assassina-

Tom Nelson did not support Brownlow’s position of extreme violence 
against Confederate soldiers and supporters. The extent to which his rela- 
tionship to the family of George Jones influenced his opinions on the matter 
is not known but it may have carried some weight. However, his generally 
more gentle approach to Confederates and the reconstruction process did 
not prevent James Jones, his brother William Thomas, or his brother-in-law 
William Roadman Smith from moving to locations outside the state of Ten- 
nessee. George Jones himself may have been subjected to persecution as 
well but he died at his home in Greeneville and may not have felt the pres- 
sure to move elsewhere before that time.

Almost from the beginning of Andrew Johnson’s term as president in April 
of 1865, there were talks of impeachment because of his stance on recon- 
struction. The hard line radicals in the United States Congress were intent 
upon exacting severe punishment on Confederates. There is no doubt that 
Johnson did not approach reconstruction in as strict a manner as the majority 
of senators and representatives in congress or even in accord with his earlier 
harsh remarks regarding the Confederacy. His opponents even included 
members of his own party after his veto of the bill intended to indefinitely 
extend the authority of the Freedman’s Bureau Bill in 1866 expanding gov- 
ernment aid to former slaves.

Tom Nelson had not been able to divorce himself from public life after he 
decided to stay away from it and become a partner with John Netherland in 
a Knoxville law office. In May of 1866, he responded to an invitation to 
speak before a convention calling for statehood for East Tennessee. That 
movement failed in the Tennessee legislature and appears never to have 
been revived. 


In July of 1866, Tom addressed a meeting of Knoxville conservatives and 
acknowledged that he had been a political enemy of Andrew Johnson but 
expressed his change of heart in light of Johnson’s actions with regard to re- 
construction. In August he attended a convention in Philadelphia in support 
of Johnson. His private life was basically over by that time as he continued 
to support the president and oppose Brownlow at public meetings. 


Tom’s agreement to engage in the public defense of Andrew Johnson in 
his impeachment proceedings was in support of the eventual restoration of 
full citizenship rights to former Confederates. This, of course, was some-

Resignation of Judge Nelson. 


Hon. T. A. R. Nelson has resigned his_posi- 
tion as one of the Judges of the Supreme Court, 
and will be succeeded by Mr. James T. Shieldé, 
of Grainger county, who has been appainted by 
Gov. Brown to fill the vacancy. The Governor 
consented to the request of Judge Nelson with 
reluctance, and the latter gentleman received 
the official acceptance of his resignation only 


| yesterday. 


During the time Judge Nelson has been on 


the Bench he has won golden opinions from the 


members of the Bar with whom he was brought 
incontact. His ability was known and recog- 
nized before his accession to the Supreme 
Bench, but his profound knowledge of the law. 
in all its intricacies, torether with the sound~ 
ness of his opinions delivered, were realized 
only after he had demonstrated the possession 
of those qualifications which make the eminent 
jurist. : 

Judge Nelson will carry to his retirement the 
good wishes of his friends and the hope that the 
step he has taken may not prove a source of 
future regret to him, as it is now with them. 


As anticipated, opinion regarding the impeachment was split along party 
lines. Tom was vilified and ridiculed in the anti-Johnson press and praised 
in pro-Johnson circles. He felt relieved and joyous when the verdict was 
acquittal, albeit by one vote, on the eleventh article of impeachment, which 
was the only one that really mattered in the case. Some gave credit to Tom 
Nelson for the win. He had defended Johnson in his usual careful and thor- 
ough manner. 


The verdict on the other articles of impeachment, which came later, was 
also acquittal. A two-thirds majority was needed to convict Johnson and 
the narrow margin of victory resulted in an outcry of injustice in Republican 
newspapers across the nation. 


W. G. Brownlow left office as Governor of Tennessee in 1869 after having 
the Tennessee legislature elect him to the United States Senate. The radi- 
cal element was still in power in the state but conditions in Tennessee had 
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become less tense in light of the decline of Brownlow’s party. The slightly 
more relaxed environment was sufficient to enable former Confederates to 
return relatively safely to the state. 


Tom Nelson was a member of the Tennessee delegation to the Democrat 
Convention in 1868 and placed the name of Andrew Johnson in nomination 
for the presidency. Tom was said to have been so disgusted with Johnson’s 
loss at the convention that he refused to participate in other party rallies and 
faded again into private life. However, he re-entered public life when it was 
requested that he run for the Tennessee Supreme Court in 1869. He lost 
that bid for the seat in light of opposition by the remaining radical element 
in the state. However, with widespread support such as he received from 
members of the Knoxville bar, he was successful in winning a seat on the 
Supreme Court in 1870. 


Tom’s brother-in-law, Tom Jones, was appointed Assistant Clerk and Tom 
Nelson remained a Tennessee Supreme Court judge until resigning in 1871 
to devote more time to his family. In particular, his resignation from the 
bench came soon after the arrest of his son David for the shooting death of 
a former Confederate General James H. Clanton. David’s trial was delayed 
until May of 1873 at which time he was acquitted, just three months before 
his father’s death. 


The American Civil War destroyed personal relationships between friends 
and within families throughout the states, North as well as South. Many 
were subsequently reconciled and others were not. The status of the rela- 
tionships between the Unionist George Jones and his Confederate sons and 
Confederate son-in-law has not been revealed by any known document. 
George’s death shortly after the end of the war had not left much time for 
reconciliation, especially in light of the move of James Jones and William 
Roadman Smith to Virginia and of William Thomas Jones to some unknown 
location away from East Tennessee.

Across the Appalachian Mountains to the north in Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, the second cousin, once removed, of Sarah Lewis Garrett Jones, name- 
ly Ezekiel (Zeke) Field Clay, fled the home of his Unionist father Brutus 
Junius Clay to join the Confederate Army. Zeke was a grandson of General 
Green Clay, who served in the American Revolutionary War and became 
a general during the War of 1812. After it was discovered that Zeke had 
become a Confederate, his father disinherited him. Ezekiel’s sister Martha 
had taken her father’s Unionist stance but changed her loyalty after she mar- 
ried Henry Bedinger Davenport, a Confederate supporter, in 1860. Brutus 
was equally outraged at his daughter but also recognized that a wife’s duty 
was to support her husband. Therefore, Martha was forgiven more readily 
than was Zeke. Eventually, however, Brutus reconciled with his children.

In contrast to Tennessee, Kentucky had remained in the Union. Therefore, 
the Confederate conscription was not a reason for Zeke to join the Confed- 
erates. It did, however, apply to James Jones and the absence of that per- 
suasive measure would appear a more viable and acceptable explanation for 
joining the Confederate Army in Tennessee. 


Hardin County, Tennessee 


James Jones and his brother Valentine Sevier Jones along with William Neil- 
son Garrett moved to Hardin County, Tennessee, by the end of the 1860s and 
were enumerated there as farmers in the 1870 United States Census. This 
would be the home as well as the final resting place for James Jones and his 
brother-in-law Will Garrett. Valentine Sevier Jones moved back to Greene 
County, Tennessee sometime between 1870 and his death there in 1873. 


The family chart and Bible page for James and Sarah Garrett Jones shown 
on later pages list only their children who survived to adulthood. At least 
one of their children, namely Ann, died as a young child before the 1860 
census was taken. Another child enumerated as Sally in the 1860 census 
appears to have met a similar fate. 


In 1870, James Jones and his family were living in District 3 of Hardin 
County, Tennessee, located northeast of the town of Savannah (see map on 
the following page). Valentine Sevier Jones and William Neilson Garrett 
were also located in District 3 at the time. James died in 1879 and the 1880 
census shows his family living in District 4, the location of Savannah. By 
1880, William Neilson Garrett and his family had moved to District 6, near 
the town of Nixon. The exact dates of their relocations are not known. 


The circumstances related to the eventual residence of James Jones in Har- 
din County are not known with certainty. It appears he had been advised 
to move there by family members because several Seviers had been resid- 
ing there since soon after the county was established in 1819. The earliest 
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member of the Sevier family to migrate to Hardin County was Elizabeth 
Maria Sevier, wife of Lewis Hanes Broyles. She was a second cousin, 
once removed, of James Jones. Additionally, many Sevier relatives and 
others who had served in the war for the Confederacy were living in Hardin 
County so the anti-Confederate stance that existed among Unionists of East 
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Tennessee was not as strong there.

Sevier were married in Greene County, Tennessee, in 1818. It was probably 
soon after their marriage that Lewis brought merchandise down the Tennes- 
see River from East Tennessee and established a store near the residence of 
James Hardin. His store, the first to be opened in Hardin County, remained 
there until 1822 when it was moved to Hardinsville, located east of the pres- 
ent city of Savannah and referred to as Old Town. 


Lewis Hanes and Elizabeth Maria Sevier Broyles became the progenitors 
of several future Sevier relatives in Hardin County. Even though only five 
of their fourteen children survived to adulthood, their descendants were

pervasive in the county for many decades. Their youngest child, Nancy 
Irwin Broyles married Joseph Sevier, her second cousin, once removed. 
Joseph was the youngest child of Valentine and Nancy Agnes Dinwiddie 
Sevier, the youngest full brother of Kezia Sevier Jones, and uncle of James 
Jones. James was a third cousin of Nancy (also referred to as Nannie) Irwin 
Broyles. Joseph and Nancy Broyles Sevier were married in Hardin County 
on December 21, 1858. 


Joseph Sevier was the first of the children of Valentine and Nancy Dinwid- 
die Sevier to move to Hardin County. After his marriage to Nancy Irwin 
Broyles, he remained there until his enlistment in the Confederate Army in 
1863 in Hardin County. He died while with his unit at the Battle of Peachtree 
Creek, Atlanta, Georgia, July, 1864. Just before his death he was promoted 
to Second Lieutenant having been recommended by Captain James William 
Irwin, Jr., his second cousin, once removed. Joseph’s widow remained in 
Hardin County where she reared their three children. Their home was in 
District 3 and the post office was known as Ingleside. 


Other descendants of Valentine and Joanna Goad Sevier who lived in Har- 
din County, Tennessee, at the time the James Jones family moved there in- 
cluded Charles Francis Sevier, a first cousin, and James William Irwin, Jr., 
a third cousin. Both had been soldiers in the war on the side of the CSA. 
Of course, by that time there many more relatives living in Hardin County 
who were descended from the family of Lewis Hanes and Elizabeth Sevier 
Broyles. 


There were also relatives of Sarah Lewis Garrett Jones who had been early 
settlers in the West Tennessee region. Robert Neilson, perhaps the father 
of William and Hugh, appears to have acquired land northwest of Hardin 
County in the early nineteenth century. His will gave parcels of land to sur- 
viving children of William Neilson, including Jane Harriet Neilson Garrett. 
That land was auctioned off at about the time of William’s death in 1832. A 
son of Hugh Neilson, namely Hugh Douglas Neilson, was living in the re- 
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gion by that time and had become postmaster at Jackson, Madison County, 
Tennessee by 1832. 


After the death of George Jones in 1866, David Sevier, another full brother 
of Kezia Sevier Jones, was appointed to be administrator of his estate. It 
was said that the estate was so large and complicated that it could not be 
finalized quickly and remained unsettled for at least twenty years. Conse- 
quently, the heirs held a meeting in May of 1872 in Greeneville to draw up a 
“family settlement” for the equitable distribution of the assets of the estate. 
The sisters Mary Jones Nelson and Elizabeth Jones Smith were represented 
by their husbands Thomas A. R. Nelson and William R. Smith, respectively.

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Tom and Mary Nelson were living in Knoxville and William and Elizabeth 
Smith were living in Virginia (presumably at or near Abingdon) at the time 
of the meeting. It appears that the three brothers as well as their mother Ke- 
zia were physically present, James having made the trip from Hardin Coun- 
ty. It was later recalled that Tom Nelson had actually written the document 
in accord with the wishes of the heirs. That document, which outlines the 
desired disposition of the assets of George Jones can be found in Appendix

Among documents of Cocke County, Tennessee, at familysearch.org are 
several pages involving the complaint initiated in 1889 by Elizabeth Jones 
Smith (Appendix C) in which the family settlement was revealed. The Bill 
of Complaint was filed against her husband, her sister Mary Jones Nelson, 
the surviving members of the family of James Jones, and David Sevier for 
the settlement of her father’s estate. The case involved final settlement of 
the estate in which it appeared that James Jones had “overdrawn his share” 
by obtaining an advance from his mother’s part of the estate of her father, 
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Valentine Sevier. The administrator of that estate was also David Sevier 
and he had advanced funds from the estate before the war to James Jones in 
order for James to purchase land and establish a home in the northeast part 
of Greeneville.

The judgement in the case, made in February of 1890, was against Elizabeth 
and her husband paid court expenses on March 5, 1890. During the proceed- 
ings, depositions of some of those involved provides additional information 
about the life of James Jones. Testimony of David Sevier indicates that 
James was despondent when he returned after the war. It was in those early 
days that James made the decision to move eventually to Hardin County. 
Parts of the deposition of David Sevier can be found in Appendix D. 
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Lettter from James Jones to William Smith outlining 
his opinion of David Sevier.

A letter from James Jones written to his brother-in-law William Smith in- 
dicates the substantial mistrust James had for David Sevier. Sevier filed a 
lawsuit against James in 1875 and was awarded the money James had bor- 
rowed against his mother’s share of Valentine Sevier’s estate. The share 
James had in the storehouse on Main Street in Greeneville was sold soon 
thereafter by William Smith. Prior to that time, the one-third share James 
had in the storehouse was announced for sale on January 15, 1876, by the 
Sheriff in Greeneville as a means of paying the note to David Sevier. This 
conflict was one of the factors that resulted in the letter from James Jones to 


William R. Smith in April of 1876.

Additionally, Smith, in his deposi- 
tion filed on July 10, 1889, accused 
David Sevier of mismanagement and 
claimed that “there were a number 
of debts and judgements against Jas 
Jones which D. Sevier adm had as- 
sumed to pay out of funds that might 
come into his hands, these debts he 
never paid but threw it upon me to 
pay.” In that deposition, Smith also 
stated that James Jones “was in strait- 
ened circumstances prior to and at the 
time of his death.” He further men- 
tioned that James Jones died intes- 
tate and that he had “no knowledge 
of any administrator being appoint- 
ed”. Smith had ceased his service as 
agent for James Jones at the time of 
his death in 1879. 


Because of the complaint brought by 
Elizabeth Jones Smith, the widow 
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and children of James Jones were summoned to appear in court at Newport, 
Cocke County, Tennessee, on February 4, 1889, but there are no documents 
indicating their reply other than signatures of them having been served the 
summons. Similarly, James Robert Jones (Uncle Bob), the only surviving 
son of James and Sarah Jones, who was living in Knox County, Tennessee, 
at the time, acknowledged receipt of a subpoena on September 17, 1888, at 
the same time as did his aunt Mary Jones Nelson.

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James Robert Garrett also died intestate when he was murdered in front of 
his house in Madison County, North Carolina, in 1863. Since the war was 
still ongoing, settlement of his estate was delayed until 1866. At that time, 
his son-in-law Edward Sevier was appointed administrator and a sale of 
many estate items was held on August 4 of that year. Jane Harriet Garrett, 
his widow, received a writ of dower for land and improvements but had to 
purchase other items that she wanted to keep. Three pages from family- 
search.org containing a list of items sold at the estate sale are shown below. 
At the top of the list 1t can be seen that Mrs. J. H. Garrett purchased one desk 
and her son-in-law Edward Garrett bought one clock. Jane also purchased 
a large number of household items including a clock, set of drawers, can- 
dle sticks, crockery ware, basket and bottles, and smoothing irons, and two 
beds. In addition, she bought two cows and calves, sixteen head of sheep, 
a corn shelter, ploughs, carpenter tools, an old wagon, and miscellaneous 
farm implements. 


Jane Harriet Garrett died on July 30, 1875, and items from her estate were 
sold on December 16, 1875. Two pages from familysearch.org containing a 
list of items sold at that sale are also shown below. The only family mem- 
ber to purchase items at that sale was her daughter, Elizabeth Elvira Garrett, 
referred to as Bet Garrett. She bought numerous household items including 
a desk, chest of drawers, wash bowls and pitchers, cook stove and fixtures, 
tables, and carpet. Personal items purchased by Bet include bed clothing 
and looking glasses. Of special interest is the loom and wheel she bought 
at the sale. This is likely to have been the loom and wheel that was later 
acquired by Cammie Garrett Henry as noted earlier.

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James and Sarah had two children at the time of the 1860 United States 
census. The oldest, Elizabeth D. Jones (aka Lizzie) survived to the 1870 
census. I have found no documents providing Lizzie’s middle name but it 
is possible that her middle initial D stands for Douglas, a frequently used 
family name. Both of her parents had sisters with the name of Elizabeth. 


James and Sarah appear to have had two other children who did not survive 
to adulthood. Jane Harriet (Hattie), the namesake of her maternal grand- 
mother, was born before the outbreak of the American Civil War, George 
Thomas, the namesake of his paternal grandfather, was born at about the 
time that James was joining the Confederate Army, and James Robert, the 
namesake of his maternal grandfather, was born in Virginia after the war 
as was discussed earlier. Their two youngest children, Kezia Sevier (aka 
Kizzie and referred to as Mammy by her children and other descendants), 
the namesake of her paternal grandmother, and Mary Nelson were born in 
Savannah, Hardin County, Tennessee. As was the case of her older sister, 
both of Mary’s parents had sisters with that name. It is possible that Mary’s 
middle name Nelson was given in honor of the Neilson family, the surname 
of her maternal great grandfather, rather than for the Unionist Tom Nelson, 
but this has not been verified. 


The route taken by the James Jones family to Hardin County has not been 
recorded. It would have taken several days if they traveled from Greene 
County overland but somewhat shorter if they took a boat along the Tennes- 
see River. In any case, they appear to have arrived there before enumeration 
of the 1870 United States Census on August 3. It seems possible that they 
traveled in a group which also consisted of James’ brother Valentine Sevier 
Jones and Sarah’s brother William Neilson Garrett. 


At the time of the trip to Hardin County, Lizzie was about 14 years of age 
and able to help care for her younger siblings. Kizzie became the first of 
the Jones children to be born in Hardin County. Mary Nelson Jones was the 
next and the last of the immediate family to be born there. 
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P from the Jones Family Bible. F rom Patrick Clemes. 


From all appearances, the James Jones family melded well into life in Har- 
din County with other family members and newfound friends, despite their 
“straitened circumstances” mentioned years later by David Sevier and Wil- 
liam Roadman Smith. 


In May of 1872, James Jones returned to Greene County for purposes of 
the family meeting to arrange for the settlement of his father’s estate. The 
other members of his family, except for Elizabeth, were residing in East 
Tennessee at the time. Elizabeth appears to have still been in Washington 
County, Virginia, at the time since her signature was authenticated in Abing- 
don shortly after the settlement was made and sent to her. 


A year later, Kezia wrote a letter to her son James who had returned to Har- 
din County after the settlement meeting. The letter was written in 1873, just 
at the time that cholera was beginning to take lives and she provides James 
with information about local deaths as well as some of the activities of her 
other children. The letter was written before the death of Valentine Sevier 
Jones and Thomas A. R. Nelson and after Elizabeth had returned to Tennes- 
see to settle down in Cocke County. That letter can be found in Appendix 
E. 


The death of James Jones on April 6, 1879, preceded by one day the death 
of his son George Thomas Jones. The close proximity of their deaths sug- 
gests similar causes which have not been found in any document known to 
me. However, Yellow Fever was raging in the Mississippi Valley in 1878 
and there were many instances in which deaths due to this disease continued 
well into 1879. It is possible that both father and son died as a result of Yel- 
low Fever. 


Only two of the children of James and Sarah Jones were ever married, Eliz- 
abeth and Kezia to the same man, namely William Charles Wood, Jr. (usu- 
ally referred to by his children and other descendants as “Old Dad”). W. 
C. Wood, also known as Charles, Charlie, or Charley, was born in Hardin 
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County, Tennessee, on August 19, 1861, just as the American Civil War was 
beginning. He was given the Jr. suffix because of other family members 
having the same frequently used name. He was the first born child of John 
Crittendon and Caldona “Dona” Tankersley Wood. Within a year after his 
birth, a major battle of the Civil War was fought just across the Tennessee 
River from his home. Sounds of gun and cannon fire from the Battle of 
Shiloh on April 6 and 7, 1862, were easily heard by most people living in 
Hardin County at the time. 


The political preferences of Old Dad’s family are not known with certainty. 
Hardin County as a whole tended to shift allegiances before as well as af- 
ter the Civil War. There is no question, however, that Old Dad became an 
ardent member of the Republican Party, in other words, the party of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Consequently it is possible that his family had been counted 
among the Unionists of the county and had opposed Tennessee secession. 
However, his uncle Toliver Wood had joined the Confederate Army. After 
the war was over, Hardin County became heavily influenced and dominated 
by the Democrat Party in local and national elections. 


An example of political party hopping was Conway Sevier Broyles, a son of 
Lewis and Elizabeth Mariah Sevier Broyles and third cousin of James Jones. 
As a member of the Whig Party, Conway was elected a representative of 
Hardin County to the Tennessee General Assembly in 1853. After the war 
he became a participating member of the Democrat Party. 


It was widely known in Hardin County that General U. S. Grant had com- 
mandeered the Savannah house of William Harrell Cherry for his headquar- 
ters during the Battle of Shiloh. Cherry himself was a self-professed Union- 
ist and a wealthy merchant in Hardin County. At the time, he was married 
to his second wife, Annie Mariah Irwin, a daughter of James William Irwin 
Sr. and Nancy Conway Sevier. She was a third cousin of James Jones and 
was a Confederate sympathizer. While Union troops occupying Savannah 
at the time harassed Confederate supporters, Annie and her mother Nancy 
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Sevier Irwin were specifically protected by Grant. 


Another family living near the Shiloh battlefield in 1862 and which later 
would become meaningful in the lives of the Jones and Wood families was 
that of James Jordan Fraley. J. J. Fraley was the father of Millard Fillmore

They armed themselves for protection, but 
the proprietors prevailed upon them to place their 
arnis in the furnace, and told them if they would 
do this, then he would help them to defend them- 
selves in case the Kuklux interrupted them again ; 
so they did as he advised, and on last Thursday, a 
Klan of fifty armed men came into Waynesboro and 
ordered the postmaster not to tell or write anything 
about them ; they went to the house of Mr. E. Thur- 
man, the Sheriff of the county, and called for him, 
but he was not there; they told his wife to tell him, 
when he came back, to stay till they returned, say- 
el they desired to see him. | 
hey then proceeded to the furnace and saw the 
manager, and he told them what he had done. They 
had him to call in all his hands, and then gave them 
their orders, &c., and proceeded to Wayneaboro.— 
Before they got to the town the Sheriff bad suc- 
ceeded in arresting about eight men and placin 
them in jail, with instructions. On their approac 
he met and halted them, and demanded of them 
their business. They proceeded with drawn re- 
volvers. The Sheriff told them he would fire u 
them if they proceaded; they did proceed and he 
did fire apon them. When they charged on him he 
fled to the jail. They dashed on after him, when 
the Sheriff's posse fired upon them, killing two and 
wounding three others, two mortally. The Klan 
immediatly took the dead and wounded away, leav- 
ing tee toules alive, one killed. 
his Klan halted the United States mail carrier 
the next morning and told him that they intended 
to kill the Sheriff. They sent for a doctor, and 
gave him positive orders not to tell who they were. 
The Klan is com of rebels who live near 
Clifton and Savannsh, Tenn., led, it is thought, by 
acme of the most desperate men in the country.

Fraley owned land that be- 
came part of the Shiloh Battlefield. 


The post-war reconstruction period in 
Hardin County resembled that in other 
parts of Tennessee and the south. Bush- 
whacking and terrorism as retribution 
tactics were common and the infamous 
KuKlux Klan had been an organized 
force of guerilla fighters in Tennes- 
see beginning soon after the end of the 
Civil War. Hardin County was a site 
of attacks on numerous occasions, the 
Klan having been formed at Pulaski, 
only about 80 miles to the East of Sa- 
vannah. 


Whether it was the Klan or another 
group of outlaws existing at the time, 
William Wood became a victim of their 
raids. Apparently looking for gold or 
other valuables, a number of raiders 
hung him when he refused to provide 
them with information they wanted. 
Fortunately, he survived the hanging. 
The story has been told through several 
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generations by numerous descendants and an account written by William 
Wayne Weems can be found in Appendix F. 


Ancestry of William Charles Wood, Jr. 


The first Wood ancestors of Old Dad to arrive in the American Colonies 
were William Wood and his wife Susanna. They came from Nottingham, 
England, where they were married and had several children. They are said 
to have been personal friends of William Penn, who arrived shortly before 
1682 when the Wood family settled in Darby, Chester County, Pennsylvania 
Colony, near Philadelphia. The location of their land purchased from Wil- 
liam Penn is shown in the map below. William Wood is said to have been a 
Quaker like his friend William Penn.

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year term beginning in 1684. Penn went to England in that year and ap- 
pointed the Provincial Council to govern in his absence. However, William 
Wood died a year later. Susanna survived until 1689. 


Joseph Wood, a son of William and Susanna Wood, moved to New Castle, 
Delaware, where he served as a member of the Delaware Supreme Court. In 
1684, he married Francina Herrman, a daughter of Augustine Herrman and 
Jannetje Varleth Herrman in Cecil County, Maryland Colony. The spellings 
of these families have varied considerably in the literature. The Herrman 
name is sometimes spelled Heermans, Hermann, Herrmann, or Herman 
while the Varleth name has been found as Varlet, Verlet, or Verleth. 


Augustine Herrman was born in Prague, currently the capital of the Czech 
Republic. At the time of his birth in the early 17th Century, Prague was the 
capital of the Kingdom of Bohemia from which comes the name of his estate 
in Cecil County, Maryland Colony, Bohemia Manor. His family in Prague 
was of the Protestant faith and it was because of their persecution by Catho- 
lics that he was taken by his parents to Holland. While in Amsterdam, Au-

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gustine became employed by the Dutch West India Company and traveled 
to the Dutch colony of New Netherland (later New York) before 1633, the 
year he 1s said to have been with Arendt Corssen when land was purchased 
from Native American tribes along the Schuylkill River near Philadelphia. 


Augustine lived in New Amsterdam where he married Jannetje Varleth and 
amassed a huge amount of real estate in and around the island of Manhattan 
during the time it was a Dutch colony. He eventually sold the land making 
him one of the wealthiest residents. In 1667 he traveled to Virginia where 
he made a deal to draw a map of the area for which he was given a large 
estate in Cecil County, Maryland Colony, in the northeastern corner of the 
state. This was the land he called Bohemia Manor, located in the southern 
portion of Cecil County. Today, State Route 213, also known as Augustine 
Herrman Highway, runs through the region from Chesapeake City to the 
Bohemia River. 


Not only was Augustine a renowned cartographer, he was an artist and drew 
landscape views of New Amsterdam as well as a self portrait that was placed 
on his 1670 map. As an entrepreneur and imaginative business man, he 
amassed more wealth and land than most residents of his era and he became

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influential in the political life of the Dutch and English Colonies. 


In 1647, while living in New Amsterdam, Augustine was appointed by Peter 
Stuyvesant, Director General of New Netherlands, as a representative of the 
merchants, to the so-called “Board of Nine Men” to aid governing. Even 
though they were earlier seen as enemies, the ties between Augustine Her- 
rman and Peter Stuyvesant were strengthened after 1651 when Augustine 
married Jannetje Varleth. In 1656, Jannetje’s brother Nicholas married Anna, 
the widow of Samuel Bayard and sister of Peter Stuyvesant. Furthermore, 
in 1666, Jannetje’s sister Judith married Nicholas Bayard, one of Anna’s 
sons by her marriage to Samuel Bayard. Interestingly, Judith Varleth had 
been arrested and convicted of witchcraft in Hartford, Connecticut Colony, 
in 1662. It was Peter Stuyvesant who intervened for her, thereby saving her 
life. She eventually married his nephew Nicholas Bayard. 


Casper and Judith Varleth had settled at the Dutch Fort Good Hope, Hartford, 
Connecticut Colony, in about 1633. He was a merchant and had ties with 
New Amsterdam and Augustine Herrman in the early years of the Dutch 
settlements. Neither Casper nor Judith lived long enough to witness the 
trial of their daughter Judith on the charge of witchcraft. It seems possible 
that their deaths were in some way related to charges of witchcraft against 
their daughter Judith. 


Augustine Herrman moved with his children to Cecil County in about 1661. 
He and his children had been made denizens (residents) of Maryland on 
January 14, 1660, and he was awarded the land for Bohemia Manor in 1662 
by Lord Baltimore. As denizens of Maryland, they were allowed to live 
and own property there. They became naturalized English subjects in 1666. 
After the death of his wife Jannetje, Augustine married Catharine Ward who 
was described as “miserable” and who was said to have been unkind to his 
children. Catharine had no children of her own. 


Augustine Herrman died in 1686 and was buried on the grounds of Bohe-

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mia Manor. It is said that Jannetje died before 1664 and is also buried there 
along with Augustine’s white horse Gustavus. Francis Sims McGrath, one 
of the descendants of Augustine Herrman, referred to him as “the first great 
American” in the book entitled “Pillars of Maryland.” 


Francina, the youngest daughter of Augustine and Jannetje Herrman, and 
her husband, Joseph Wood, lived in New Castle, New Castle County, Dela- 
ware Colony, where Joseph was sheriff in 1701 and became a Justice of 
the Delaware Supreme Court, They both are believed to have died in New 
Castle and are said to have been buried there in the Immanuel Episcopal 
Church on the Green Graveyard. I have been unable to verify that. 


Robert Wood, son of Joseph and Francina, appears to have been born and to 
have died at Bohemia Manor. He married Catherine Rumsey, said to have 
been a daughter of Charles Rumsey who lived in Cecil County, Maryland 
Colony, near Bohemia Manor.

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Charles Rumsey was a resident at the “head of the Bohemia River” in Mary- 
land Colony in 1710 when he applied for a license to keep an ordinary. He 
died sometime in the year 1717, as his will was probated November 6, 1717. 
He is said by some sources to have been born in Wales, a son of Colonel 
John Rumsey and Anne Ashburnham. The dates and the location seem to 
match for his daughter to have met and married Robert Wood. 


John Wood, a son of Robert and Catherine Rumsey Wood, married Frances 
Flintham in Cecil County, Maryland Colony, on December 20, 1737. Fran- 
ces was also born in Cecil County so she may have been a childhood friend 
of the Wood family. John and Frances moved from Cecil County to Orange 
County, North Carolina Colony, when he purchased land on the Eno River. 
John Flintham, probably a brother of Frances, was living across the Eno 
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ore from an 1833 map showin 7 
Eastern and Central part of Orange County, North Carolina. The old In- 
dian Trading Path ran through Orange County where it crossed the Eno. 
The county seat is located in Hillsborough. From Library of Congress. 
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River from this land. Orange County, North Carolina Colony, was formed 
in 1752 and it is likely that the Wood family moved there at some time after 
that. 


John and Frances Flintham Wood had a son they named John, born Septem- 
ber 19, 1738, in Cecil County. He is listed in records of St. Stephen’s Parish 
in Cecil County along with two sisters, Sarah and Frances. The date and 
place of his marriage to a woman named Anna (sometimes Ann or Anne) 
have not been found. Anna’s surname and ancestry are also not known to 
me. Her name appears in a list of purchasers of items sold at a sale of the es- 
tate of her husband John. John died in about 1813 and Anna in about 1818 
in Orange County, North Carolina. 


William, a son of John and Anna Wood, was born in Orange County in 
1766 and married Nancy Cate there on March 22, 1796. Nancy was born 
in Orange County in 1778, a daughter of Robert Cate and Mary Ann Ran- 
dall. Robert Cate was an early resident of Orange County, locating on Cain 
Creek near the Haw River in the southwestern part of the county. 


Robert was a popular name for the ancestors of Nancy Cate. Her direct Cate 
ancestors in the colonies were all given the name Robert. The first Robert 
Cate to arrive from England was also known as “the shoemaker” because 
of his occupation. He was a Quaker and appears to have immigrated to 
Virginia about 1689 when he became indentured to Peter Wyke in Henrico 
County. In about 1704 he moved south across the James River to live in 
Prince George County where he owned about 100 acres of land. 


Next in line was the second Robert Cate who married Elizabeth Wyatt. An 
ancestral chart for Elizabeth is shown on a subsequent page. Her ancestor 
Anthony Wyatt was a member of the House of Burgesses from Charles City 
County, Virginia Colony, and lived at a place known as Chaplin’s Choice. 
The land was the plantation of his father-in-law, Isaac Chaplin, in 1619.

Anthony married Mary Chaplin (or Chapline), a daughter of Isaac Chaplin, 
and their son Nicholas inherited the land. In 1686, Nicholas patented the 
land again, claiming that the original patent was lost in a fire that burned 
down his father’s house. He described it as 361 acres lying on James River 
between Parson’s and Bicker’s Creeks. Nicholas had been a supporter of 
Nathaniel Bacon in 1676 and fortunately escaped the deadly fate of others 
at the time of Bacon’s Rebellion. 


Nicholas Wyatt married Frances, a daughter of William Egbrough. William 
had also patented land in Henrico County where Frances was born. Edward 
Wyatt, a son of Nicholas and Frances, inherited the plantation and all black 
slaves belonging to his father. Edward was also appointed Executor of his 
father’s will. His wife is unknown to me, but their daughter Elizabeth mar- 
ried Robert Cate and became a great grandmother of Nancy Cate Wood. 


William Wood, husband of Nancy Cate Wood, died intestate in Orange 
County, North Carolina, in 1810 and items from his estate were sold at 
public auction. Just as her mother-in-law Anna Wood would do a few years 
later, Nancy was faced with the need to purchase things she needed or want- 
ed from the inventory. Others who bought William’s estate items included 
several Cate relatives, probably brothers or cousins of Nancy. Another on 
the list of buyers was Reuben Smith who was appointed administrator of 
the estate. Reuben was also appointed guardian of the Wood children, all of 
whom were age 13 or younger at the time of William’s death. 


Nancy was about 31 years of age when William died and was faced with 
raising their young children alone. However, a few years later, she married 
John Ball and the couple moved to Fentress County, Tennessee, taking all 
but three of Nancy’s children with them. 


The three brothers who did not move to Fentress County were Charles (born 
in 1799), William (born in 1807), and Daniel Green (born in 1808). These 
three young Wood brothers separated from the other family members on

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their own sometime in the early 1820s and went west where there was an 
expansion of settlements. Western Tennessee had opened up to white set- 
tlers due to the availability of land after the establishment of treaties with 
the Chickasaw Tribe. The Wood brothers ended up in the newly formed 
Hardin County where they acquired land on the east side of the Tennessee 
River in an area named Pyburn after an early resident. 


For several years after the death of William Wood in 1810, Nancy was un- 
able to gain full access to her husband’s estate. Reuben Smith did not pro- 
vide her with proceeds from the rental property as required as administrator 
of William’s estate and as guardian of his children. Consequently, Nancy 
petitioned for land and the family members, including the Hardin County 
brothers Charles, William, and Daniel Green Wood, attempted to obtain their 
full inheritance by bringing suit against Reuben Smith. Their brother Mat- 
thew Wood took an early lead in regaining estate resources from Smith. In 
1825, after he had moved to Fentress County with their mother and siblings, 
Matthew filed suit against Smith in the Orange County court. 


It would be several years before the heirs of William Wood recovered at 
least some portion of their share of their father’s estate. In 1823, Nancy was 
given her dower rights to land in Orange County lying along Collins Creek. 
In 1827, the court ordered the sale of items in possession of Reuben Smith 
as a means of raising money to pay what had been due them all along. 


The Wood brothers in Hardin County remained in touch with their Fentress 
County family. In 1831, they appointed their brother Jesse Wood attorney 
for obtaining their share of their father’s estate and for the sale of the land 
that they owned in Orange County, North Carolina. 


Details of the final settlement for the Wood brothers are not known with 
certainty but there is no doubt that they were able to obtain at least part of 
their inheritance through the court in Orange County, Tennessee. That part 
of their lives was behind them by the mid to late 1830s.

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In Hardin County, the three Wood brothers did well both in income and 
family. An article by a descendant of both Charles and William, Patrician 
Hopkins Lattin, published in Hardin County Historian in 2006 provides in- 
formation about their lives on the east side of the Tennessee River near the 
town of Savannah. My direct Hardin County ancestor was William Wood 
so I will focus here on him and his descendants. William was my third great 
grandfather on my mother’s side. 


The Wood brothers of Hardin County were able to acquire land in the Pyburn 
community along the Tennessee River. Their inheritance from their father’s 
estate allowed them to acquire land through purchases. One of those land 
parcels was bought in 1852 from Fountain Tankersley, future father-in-law 
of William’s son John Crittendon Wood. 


In about 1828, William married 
Syntha Brooks, daughter of Bai- 
ley Brooks and Charity David. The 
Brooks family came to Hardin Coun- 
ty in the early 1820s and by 1825 
Bailey had acquired a 160 acre land 
grant. They appear to have lived in 
South Carolina or Georgia before 
moving to Tennessee. The parents 
of Bailey Brooks are not known and 
there are some who believe he was 
an orphan in Amherst County, Vir- 
ginia Colony, where he was born. 
His marriage to Charity David took 
8 place in Georgia in about 1795. She

Syntha Brooks Wood died on November 28, 1841, not long after giving 
birth to her only daughter also named Syntha. The baby Syntha died less 
than six months after her birth. All six of her other children with William 
Wood were sons who survived to adulthood. 


In the year following the death of Syntha Brooks Wood, her father Bailey 
Brooks was sentenced to two years in the Tennessee State Prison at Nashville 
for manslaughter. He died in that prison in 1843. Bailey had earlier been 
labeled as a troublemaker and a ruffian in the family. His widow, Charity 
David Brooks eventually moved to Jefferson, Carroll County, Arkansas, to 
live with a daughter. Charity died there in 1860. 


Very soon after the death of Syntha, William Wood married Rebecca Hatley. 
William had five more children with Rebecca, who died in 1870. William 
married again after Rebecca died to Barbara Amrahala (Mahala) Clinton (or 
Clanton) and had two additional children. 


John Crittendon Wood, a son of William and Syntha Brooks Wood, was born 
in Hardin County on June 5, 1838. He was almost three and a half years 
old when his mother died and his step-mother Rebecca raised him as if he 
were her own. On March 14, 1860, he married Caldona “Dona” Tankersley, 
a daughter of Fountain Tankersley and Jane Williams. Jane Williams was a 
daughter of Sam Williams. 


The ancestry of Caldona Tankersley Wood is difficult to put together com- 
pletely and accurately. There is substantial lack of evidence and a consider- 
able amount of false information planted by people trying to squeeze them- 
selves into the family tree. A small amount of information was written on the 
back of the property deed for land sold by her father Fountain Tankersley to 
William Wood shown on an earlier page. The notes mention that Fountain 
Tankersley’s parents were Roland and Nancy Reynolds Tankersley.

Roland or Rowland appears to have been a popular name in the Tankersley 
line and was used to commemorate Margaret Rowland, who married Rich- 
ard Tankersley in 1712 in Caroline County, Virginia Colony. Fountain is 
also a popular name in the Tankersley line and was used in remembrance 
of Elizabeth Fontaine, daughter of James Fontaine and Lucretia Desjarrie, 
who married the next Richard Tankersley in 1737 in the same colonial Vir- 
ginia county. Although I don’t have detailed links, the ancestral connections 
have been verified by Annie Sue Cooper Weems who provided information 
obtained from her mother, a descendant of William and John Crittendon 
Wood.

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Hardin County, somewhat like Greene County, was in the Unionist camp 
during the Civil War. Even though the county overall had voted against a 
convention in the election of February, 1861, there was substantial Confed- 
erate sentiment. This support for the Confederacy came primarily from the 
west side of the river where larger farms or plantations existed. The Wood 
family and others on the east side of the river held smaller tracts of land and 
were considered operators of small farms where fewer slaves were needed. 
In 1860, William owned no slaves while his brother Charles, having more 
land, had eight. 


William’s son Elisha Pack Wood joined the Confederate Army in 1862, per- 
haps because of the conscription. His half brother Jesse Wood (William’s 
son with Rebecca Hatley) later joined the Union Army but the extent to 
which the family was divided in a way similar to that of the Jones family 
in East Tennessee, is not known. In any case, Elisha Pack Wood died soon 
after the end of the war while Jesse survived until 1913. It is not clear how 
John Crittendon Wood or other eligible brothers escaped the Confederate 
conscription but there were several potential ways it could be done. It is 
possible that they paid for a substitute conscript. 


Jesse Wood enlisted in the Union Army more than a year after the Union vic- 
tory at the Battle of Shiloh, located at Pittsburg Landing just across the river 
from his father’s farm. Nevertheless, sentiment for the Union probably still 
lingered in the minds of Unionists and it appears that Jesse was similarly 
influenced. It is family lore that the noise from cannon and gun fire could 
be prominently heard by all. Of interest is the fact that the Battle of Shiloh 
was fought, in part, on land owned by James Jordan Fraley, father of Mil- 
lard Fillmore Fraley, who was later a partner with William Charles Wood in 
a general merchandise store located at Hominy Post, Osage County, Okla- 
homa Territory. Another factor influencing opinion in Hardin County was 
the occupation of the home of William Harrell Cherry by Union General U. 
S. Grant. Cherry was a prominent merchant in Savannah and an influential 
Unionist. His two-story home, built about 1830, was commandeered by 
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Valentine Sevier

William’s son John Crittendon Wood, with his wife Caldona, were just be- 
ginning their family when the American Civil War broke out. Their first 
child was William Charles Wood, Jr., born August 19, 1861. He was given 
the suffix Jr. in light of the fact that other males in the Wood family had the 
same names. 


John and Caldona had ten other children after William Charles but four of 
them died at young ages before marrying. Those who lived to older ages 
married and had children. Only William Charles would move more than 
about 30 miles from home. 


Most of the Wood family members who lived and died locally are buried 
in the William Wood Cemetery located on the wooded grounds of the fam- 
ily farm at Pyburn. Many of the gravestones have been broken or lost and 
replaced with more recent stones. 


Included among the graves in the William Wood Cemetery at Pyburn are 
John Crittendon and Caldona Tankersley Wood. Their gravestones are sim- 
ilar in shape and spaced several feet apart in the wooded cemetery.

Their son, William Charles Wood, Jr., referred to commonly in the local 
newspapers as Charles, Charley, or W. C. Wood, visited at his father’s bed- 
side during his sickness prior to his death in 1895. At that time, he had been 
re-elected in the previous year as the County Clerk for Hardin County. By 
the time of his mother’s death in 1909, he had moved away from Hardin 
County and was just on the cusp of being tried in Oklahoma for killing 
Wesley Fraley, a son of Millard Fillmore Fraley, in Hominy, Osage County, 
Oklahoma. 


Referred to as “Old Dad” in later years by his children and descendants, Wil- 
liam Charles Wood grew up on his father’s farm in Pyburn, Hardin County, 
Tennessee. He probably never knew his uncle Elisha Pack Wood but most 
certainly would have heard his uncle Jesse and others speak of Abraham

At the age of 18, Old Dad married 24 year old Elizabeth “Lizzie” D. Jones 
in a ceremony in Hardin County on August 20, 1879. The exact circum- 
stances of their meeting are not known. Lizzie’s brother, George Thomas 
Jones, and her father, James Jones, were recently deceased and buried in the 
local Savannah Cemetery in April of that year. 


Old Dad and Lizzie had three children. Their first child, named James Jones

ied near his namesake in the Savannah Cemetery. Their two other children 
survived to adulthood but Lizzie died when the youngest, Duddgah Faye, 
was barely 4 years old. 


At some point after the marriage of Old Dad and Lizzie, the couple moved 
to Hamburg, located in Hardin County across the Tennessee River from 
Pyburn. It was during this period of time that Old Dad completed a cor- 
respondence course and received a diploma from Commercial College of 
Kentucky University at Lexington. Additionally, he also became associated 
with Millard Fillmore Fraley in the mercantile business at Hamburg. 


Old Dad continued to develop and expand his business interests, eventually 
spending at least part of his time in the mid 1880s in a newly formed town 
named Advance in southeast Missouri, about 200 miles from Savannah. He 
would eventually move further west. 


In the late 1880s, Lizzie became sick and Old Dad began staying in Hardin 
County closer to home. By 1889, he appears to have permanently re-located 
in Hardin County and was an owner of a cotton gin in Nixon, a small com-

Despite the straightened circumstances of James Jones, his children were 
well educated in Hardin County. The eldest, Lizzie, was remembered as 
one of the former students of the local institution known as Hardin College. 
Her younger sister Kizzie was also a student there receiving high grades and 
graduating in 1888. Kizzie taught school at Hamburg during at least part of 
the time of her sister’s illness. 


After Lizzie’s death, Old Dad found support for their children from other 
members of the Jones family. On September 14, 1891, he married 21 year 
old Kizzie Jones, one of Lizzie’s younger sisters.

was perhaps one of the reasons that James selected Hardin County as a 
residence. The close relationships of the children of James Jones were ac- 
centuated by the presence in Hardin County of numerous extended family 
members. 


The closest relatives of the Jones children in Hardin County were their 
mother’s brother and his children. They had lived next to one another when 
they first moved to Hardin County and may have traveled together during 
the move. Even after the Jones and Garrett families later located to different 
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places in Hardin County, the family members continued to interact. 


Another important support for the Jones family was through their Sevier 
cousins in Hardin County.. In particular, the youngest son of Valentine 
and Nancy Agnes Dinwiddie Sevier, Joseph, and his family were living in 
Hardin County before the American Civil War. He was a brother of Kezia 
Sevier Jones and, therefore, his children were first cousins of James Jones. 
Additionally, they were related through their connection with the Broyles 
family, James being a third cousin of the wife of Joseph Sevier. 


In addition to these family connections, the Jones sister’s appear to have 
been very popular and to have had many friends in Hardin County. Several

friends of the Jones and Wood families were schoolmates at Hardin College 
where many, including Lizzie and Kizzie, received their secondary educa- 
tion. A number of their fellow students at Hardin College were Sevier rela- 
tives. 


They were also very much connected with social and religious events in and 
around Savannah. Several Sevier relatives participated in the same activi- 
ties as did the Jones sisters. Hattie, Kizzie, and Mary Jones were regular 
attendees at local social affairs and religious gatherings. 


Of the three Jones sisters, Hattie appears to have more frequently served as 
an officer in local organizations.

In 1894, a fire destroyed the Ladies Bazaar building but it appears that the 
merchandise was removed in time. In 1896, the partnership dissolved and 
Rige Sevier took over the business as sole owner. The reason for this break- 
up is not known but the cousins continued to be friends and corresponded 
with each other after Hattie moved to Oklahoma. Appendix G contains a 
letter written in 1922 by Rige to Hattie providing family information. 


Hattie Jones appears to have also been interested in a teaching career. In

He then returned to Ten- 
nessee, leaving his brother Tom to live on and improve the land. In Septem- 
ber of 1894, he relinquished his claim and Tom became the new claimant.

After Old Dad returned to Hardin County in 1894 
leaving Tom to attend to the Noble County claim, he had successfully run for 
another term as County Clerk and had become a partner with Fraley in the 
general merchandise business at Hamburg and later at Hominy. 


Within a short period of time after his return to Hardin County in the spring of 
1894, Old Dad became a charter member of the newly formed Knights of Py- 
thias as well as the Republican Party nominee for County Court Clerk. 


Old Dad was re-elected in August of 1894 and resumed his usual duties as 
County Court Clerk. His father, John Crittendon Wood, died the following 
year and Old Dad became the administrator of his will (see Appendix I for 
the will and administrators final summary).

Fred with him. Fred was twelve years old at the time and this appears to 
have been his first time to visit the territory. The newspaper account of their 
return mentioned a farm that Old Dad was opening. This may have referred 


to the claim being attended to by Tom Wood.

The year 1896 was a meaningful year 
for Old Dad, especially for his future 
in Oklahoma. While living in Ham- 
burg, just across the Tennessee River 
from his father’s home at Pyburn, he 
entered into a partnership with Mil- 
lard Fillmore Fraley in a local gen- 
eral merchandise store.

In November of 1891, Old Dad’s cotton gin was burned and suspicion fell 
on William Yager of Nixon. In March of 1892, Yager was captured in Ar- 
kansas by Old Dad and M. F. Fraley and returned to Hardin County to stand 
trial for the crime. In July, the jury could not reach a unanimous decision 
and Yager was acquitted. This experience might have enhanced Old Dad’s 
interest in law enforcement. 


Appendix J contains several of the pages from interviews Old Dad had with 
individuals involved with the Works Progress Administration (WPA, re- 
named later as Work Projects Administration) established during the Frank- 
lin Roosevelt administration. The interviews are part of the so-called Indi- 
an-Pioneer Papers available at the University of Oklahoma Western History 
Collections. In the interviews, Old Dad provided information about life in 
early day Hominy Post, located in the Osage Nation of Oklahoma Territory. 
Also he stated that before his move to Hominy he was attempting to obtain 
appointment as United States Marshall for West Tennessee. That appoint-

Their other daughter making the trip with them, Sarah 
Louise, was not yet two years old. Both would grow up in Hominy. Four 
more children, a boy and three girls, were born in Hominy. Fred and Dud- 
dgah moved to Hominy in the early 1900s. 


On August 25, 1892, a son named Harry had been born to Old Dad and 
Mammy. Harry was entered into a baby contest along with others in the 
area, some being relatives. Unfortunately he died in early November be- 
fore reaching the age of three months. The first born child of Old Dad and 
Lizzie, namely James Jones Wood, had survived less than twelve months 
after he was born on October 24, 1880, so both sisters lost their first born 
babies before their first birthdays. All subsequent children of Lizzie and 
Mammy survived to adulthood. 


Mammy’s mother and two sisters remained in Savannah after her move to 
Hominy. Her brother Bob, who lived in Knoxville earlier in the nineteenth 
century, was working in Fort Smith, Arkansas, at the time. 


Substantial time was devoted to travel between the Osage Nation and Sa- 
vannah in the first few years after Old Dad and Mammy settled in Hominy. 
The Jones family remained in Savannah serving as a buffer to lessen the 1m- 
pact of the move on Duddgah who was still attending school nearby. Also, 
William Neilson Garrett had remained in Hardin County after three of his 
children moved to Oklahoma although he lived for a time with his daughter 
Lottie Garrett Austin in Shawnee, Pottawatomie County, Oklahoma. 


Old Dad had an outgoing personality and it was not difficult for him to inte- 
grate into the Hominy Post area of the Osage Nation. In early 1898 he was 
appointed Hominy Postmaster and selected as vice president of the Repub- 
lican Party in the Osage Nation. 


The partnership in Hominy between Old Dad and M. F. Fraley began to 
unravel in the early 1900s.

Hominy, along with the rest of the Osage 
Nation, was initially assigned for judicial 
purposes to Pawnee County of Oklahoma 
Territory. As more white settlers expand- 
ed the town bringing with them increased 
capital, commerce flourished and the need 
for a bank became obvious. The Indian 
Appropriation Bill of 1901 also added to 
the need for a bank. In 1902, the Bank of 
Hominy was established with Old Dad as 
one of its directors. 


For several years the Osage traders oper- 
ated on credit terms. In order to remain

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competitive, the traders traditionally allowed tribal members to make pur- 
chases on credit. Old Dad followed that tradition in order to get a share of 
the Osage trade. As these debts accumulated without payment, the traders 
drew closer and closer to bankruptcy so they began to petition the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs for relief. Old Dad was a part of that effort and traveled 
to Washington, D. C. with another trader, L. A. Wismeyer, in early 1901 as 
a means of supporting their cause. Perhaps this was one of the reasons Old 
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Dad had established a partnership with Warren Smith in 1901. An additonal 
political advantage to this partnership could have been that Smith’s son, 
Frank, was an Assistant United States District Attorney located in Mem- 
phis, Tennessee. 


The Appropriations Bill of 1901 specifically adddressed the need for pay- 
ment of debts to the Osage traders. Whether or not Old Dad’s partnership 
with Warren Smith helped the bill get through congress, the bill passed and 
the traders submitted their books for inspection in accord with its stipula- 
tions.

the receipts from some of the accounts he 
had purchased from the previous owner 
(Appendix J). Therefore, he was not able 
to prove the legitimacy of the amount he 
requested. The payment approved for 
each Osage trader in 1902 was made over 
about a four year span of time, with the 
final payment made in 1906. 


It was widely believed then, as it had been 
for several years previously, that the trad- 
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ers were substantially overcharging for routine goods and services. Cor- 
ruption within government agencies regarding Indian Traderships had been 
known and investigated many times before. Congressional hearings in the 
mid 1880s brought to light several instances of favoritism and fraud in the 
Indian trading system. A license to trade in the Osage Nation was very de- 
sirable at that time since it was the most lucrative of all Indian Traderships. 
Price gouging was typical among the four traderships in the nation. That 
practice appears to have continued unabated and was steadfast at the time 
that Old Dad and Millard Fraley obtained their license to trade in Hominy 
(see also the file regarding Frederick and Adeline (Gentner) Drummond 
at https://archive.org/details/drum-

By the first of 1903, the partner- 
ship between Old Dad and Warren 
Smith was dissolved. Smith died in 
March of that year and the amount 
he received from the company is not 
known. However, the involvement 
of Millard Fraley in Wood & Com- 


pany appears to have continued in 
some manner after the formation of the partnership with Warren Smith. At 
least that appears to have been Fraley’s opinion since his departure from 
Tennessee in April of 1904 was reported by the local Savannah newspaper 
to have been in order to help run the “Fraley & Wood” business in Hominy. 
Furthermore, upon his arrival in Oklahoma Territory, he was heralded as a 
“W.C. Wood & Co.” partner, ostensibly in Hominy to visit his son, J. J. Fra- 
ley, anew physician there. His role in the tradership appears to have been at 
least part of the dispute between Old Dad and Millard Fillmore Fraley. 


In any case, it appears that Fraley accomplished his mission in Hominy in 
a short period of time and returned to Tennessee in May of 1904, while his 
son Marcus became an employee of W. C. Wood & Co. 
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OSAGE INDIANS MULCTED. 


Interior Department Investigating 
Wegai Charges by Traders. 


A delegation of twelve Indian traders, 
licensed by the Government to do business 
with the Osage nation, accompanied by 
their attorneys, Ex-Senstor Blair and Ex: 
Governor Crawford of Kansas, called upon 
Secretary Hitchcock yesterday for a con- 
ference on matters relative to the settle- 
meut of their aceounts against the In- 
dans. 

The Osage Indians are said to possess 
More per capita wealth than any people 
on earth. They have in the United States 
Treasury $8,660,000 drawing interest at 
6 per cent.. It has been the custom to 
disburse this interest money to the in- 
dividuals of the tribe in quarterly pay- 
ments. 

The Indians have been in the habit of 


going Into debt toa the traders and settling 
their accounts quarterly. 

The business acumen of the red man is 
not so welt developed as that of the aver- 
nee trader, and jt has been found neces- 
sary by the Government officials to keep 
a sharp lookout Jest their wards be taken 
advantage of, The Government has al- 
Towed the traders a certain fixed seale of 
Lrofiis aboye the orlginal cost of the 
goods soid the Indians, and the cost of 
transportation. 

The fact that the indebtedness of the 
{Indians to the traders had reached the 
amount of $605,000 in excess of the annu- 
ittes from their money in the Treasury 
leads the officials of the Interior Dapart- 
ment to think that perhaps the dealings 
had not heen conducted on a fair basis. 

Secretary Hitchcock therefore de- 
spatched, some munths ago,a special agent 
of the department to the Osage Reserva- 
tion, Jecated In Oklahoma, just south of 
the Kansas line, to investigate matters 
and assume full charge of the affairs of 
the tribe. This investigation developed 
the fact that the traders had been over- 
charging the Indians, exceeding the sched- 
ule of profits allowed them. {n some in- 
stances to the extent of 300 and 400 per 
cent. 

Secretary Hitchcock, while reposing ab- 
Solute faith in the ability and discretion 
of his special agent, desired to personally 
look over the books of the traders. They 
are in town now for the purpese of hay- 
irg their accounts audited. 

It was found that in some cases, not 
only had the traders exceeded the sched- 
ule prise, but that they; had actually en- 
tered on the books a larger amount for 
certain articles than they had charged the 
ndians with. Im a case of this kind an 
Indian who could not read would be un- 
able to disput2 the total of the Dill 
against him. 

There is a law, passed by Congress last 
winter, making the debts of tke Indians 
payuble from the rentals of their prop- 
erty and from their “grass maoney."” This 
“grass money” is the revenue derived 
from their grazing lands. 

Secretary Hitekeock will recommend 
that the rules governing the dealings be- 
tween the Indians and the traders be so 
modified that the protection of ‘Poor Lo” 
wiil bc made an easier matter. 

There are altogether but 1,972 individ- 
uals ic the Osage tribe. Besides the 
$3,900,000 in the Unked States Treasury, 
the interest from the same, the ameunt of 
their rentals and their “grass money,” 
they own in common interest 1,500,000 
acres of jand. 


SUING THE INDIANS. 


Osage Traders Seek to Force Them to 
Pay Their Honest Debts. 


Independence, June 30.—Twenty suits 
have been fiied in the United States dis- 
trict court of the Osage Nation by 
traders of that country against the 
Osages, who refused to pay their debts 
at the last annuity payment. During 
the last payment no prorating was done 
and each trader had to take his chances 
on getting what was due him. 


Messrs. J. A. Wisemeyer and W. C. 
Weood,two leaders among the traders in 
the Osage Indian reservation, reached 
Washington today and wil) urge a lib- 
eral apprapriation for the payment of 
the claims which they have against the 
Osage country and they have claims 
aggregating $300,000. The interior de- 
partment has had a special agent at 
work in the reservation for ‘two or 
three months post~—Eugene McComas, 
who has just returned to Washington, 
and will make a report on these claims. 
Tt is considered highly probable that 
they will be sealed from 25 to 640 per 
cent and the traders will be lucky, in- 
deed, if they get $800,000. L. N. Miles, 
their attorney, and former agent of the 
Osage Indians, is also here and will 
assist the traders in their representa- 
tions ta the interior department. If 
successful before the interior depart- 
ment, they will carry the fight before 
the committees of congress which con- 
sider such matters, and they say that 
they have sufficient backing among the 
members of the southwest to continue 
the fight on the floor of the house if it 
becomes necessary. The agent for the 
Osagses is here to assist the department 
in the preparations of the case, which 
niust be referred to congress,

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period may have been the original source of friction between the partners. 
It was at this point that Old Dad stepped away from the business and took 
a position as salesman in Kansas City. In July of 1904, Old Dad was col- 
lecting money for “the old firm of Wood and Co.” and by December of that 
year, the only two general merchandise stores listed in Hominy were Fraley 
& Sons and The Hominy Trading Company. 


In February of the following year, Old Dad was reported to have taken a job 
with a large department store in Kansas City. Subsequently, it was noted that 
he was with the Fletcher Confectionary Company of Kansas City, working 
out of Oklahoma City. Traveling for the company as a traveling salesman 
or drummer appears to have been the main part of his job. 


By July of 1905, Fred Wood, son of Old Dad and Lizzie Jones Wood, had 
opened and was operating a grocery store in Hominy, no doubt with the 
help of his father. This enterprise appears to have been a replacement for 
what was previously Wood & Co. but without Millard Fillmore Fraley. In 
any case, the new Fred Wood Grocery was in direct competition with Fra- 
ley & Sons. Perhaps this was intended to irritate the Fraley’s in addition 
to retribution since Old Dad initiated a lawsuit against M. F. Fraley in the

In 1905, Fred Wood was living in 
Sedalia, Pettis County, Missouri, 
with his wife and son John Freder- 
ick Wood. He had married Frances 
Hughes there on March 11, 1903.

Her sister, Sallie Burch Hughes, was married to George Manning Tredway 
and living in Hominy at the time. It was through them that Fred met his 
future wife.

While the rift between Old Dad and Millard Fraley over finances of their 
former partnership was fully developed by 1908, it was about to intensify. 
Millard Fillmore Fraley was an unpredictably violent and aggressive in- 
dividual who had been confined to a mental institution and sentenced to a 
prison term for rabid assaults when he still lived in Tennessee.

inherited by most of his sons. The 
exception may have been James Jor- 
dan Fraley, who graduated from the 
Kentucky School of Medicine in 
1902 and established a lifelong medi- 
cal practice in Hominy. 


The first of Fraley’s sons to become a 
victim of a local conflict was 27 year 
old Elmer. In July of 1908, he was 
listed as the proprietor of a new liv- 
ery and feed stable in Hominy. On 
election day, November 3, 1908, El- 
mer began arguing with Dan Parker 
and two of his brothers. The na- 
ture of the quarrel is not known but 
they were said to have been drinking 
heavily. In the ensuing fight, Elmer 
was killed while Dan Parker received 
only non-fatal wounds. Dan Parker 
and his brothers were arrested and 
later released on bond to await trial 
for murder. 


In December of 1909, a jury in 
Pawhuska found Dan Parker to be not 
guilty of killing Elmer Fraley. It was 
decided that he acted in self-defense. 


On November 15, 1909, just as the 
Parker murder case was set to go to 
trial in Pawhuska, Elmer Fraley’s 
brother Wesley started a fight in Old 
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Dad’s store in Hominy. Fraley initiated 
the dispute, presumably over previous 
financial disagreements, and it resulted 
in his demise. Newspaper accounts of 
the incident varied and several used the 
wrong names of those involved. How- 
ever, credible witnesses told of the 
drunken status of Fraley and his threats 
to kill Old Dad. Old Dad’s advertise- 
ment in the Hominy News-Republican 
just three days earlier was somewhat

SHOOTING AT HOMINY 


W. C. Wood Ends the Life of Wosley Fraley in tha Formars 


WOOD WAS HELD 


Store--Self Defense Claimed. 


The town of Hominy is more 
than usually disturbed by a fatal 
shootiug affair that occurred there 
Monday evening, in which Wesley 
Fraley lost his life at the hands of 
W. C. Wood, a well known and 
popular business man. The affair 
occurred about 8:30 p. m. in the 
general store of Mr. Wood and 
there were no witnesses to the 
actual homicide but Mr. Fraley 
who is dead and Mr. Wood who 
admits that he fired the killing 
shot. For several years there has 
been a bitterness between Wood 
and Fraley as the result of part- 
nership differences between the 
former and the latter’s father. On 
this particular evening Fraley was 
in an ugly mood for some reason 
or other and as he passed north 
on Main street with Charles Reeves 
and others he was moved to turn 
into the Wood stere. His com- 
panions followed. Wood grected 
them with his accustomed genial- 
ity and offered to shake hands but 
Fraley declined with some bitter 
remarks. A nasty controversy 
followed. Reevesand the rest saw 
there was going to be trouble and 
prefering not to get mixed up in 
it, retired, leaving the two men 
alone. They had not gotten across 
the street until they heard shots, 


beea in nominal custody, Under 
the advice of h's attorneys, he 
isn’t talking for the public just 
now but his claim is that he shot 
Fraley to save his own life which 
was not only threatened on this 
but on other occasions. There 
were three shots. One entered 
the throat at the top of the collar. 
Another entered the left breast 
aud passed within half an inch of 
the heart. The third struck the 
back of the right hand near wrist. 
Death occurred at once and with- 
out a word from the stricken man. 
Fraley was not armed except to 
the extent of an automatic maga- 
zine loaded with cartridges. 

The funeral occurred at 5 o’elock 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Wood is a prominent and pros- 
perous business man who has been 
identified with the business life of 
Hominy for ten years. He has a 
large family. 

Fraley was 26 years old and un- 
married. He was a young man of 
good parts but inclined to person- 
al recklessness. Only a year ago 
a brother of his was shot down 
and his slayer, Parker, is now on 
trial for murder in the Osage 
county district court.

ACCUSED MAN COMMITTED 


No Showing That the Man Slain 
Was Prepared to Shoot 


The vase of the state against 
W. ©. Wood, on the charge of the 
marder of Elmer Fraley, came up 
Monday morning for preliminary 
hearing in Justice McCain's court 
in this city. Attorney J. T. Lea- 
hy appeared for the accused man 
and County Attorney Roberts con- 
ducted the prosecution. About 
half a dozen witnesses were ex- 
amined, including the men who 
were wiih Fraley the night of the 
shooting and those who were in the 
store when he entcred. The tes- 
timony showed that Fraley was 
intoxicated and quarrelsome and 
apparently went into the Wood 
store fora fuss. He called Wood 
vile names and invited him out “to 
settle it.” There was no testimo- 
ny, however, to show that he waa 
armed though he had a loaded 
magazine. Wood did not take the 
stand in his own bshalf. By 
agreement of counsel, court ad- 
journed during the afternoon to 
wait until evening for a witness. 
In the evening testimony was tak- 
en until 9 o’clock and the case was 
submitted without argument. Jus- 
tice McCain decided the accused 
should be bound over and at the 
suggestion of County Attorney 
Roberts, ordered that he be com- 
mitted to jail, As soon as the 
transcript of the case is completed 
Mr. Leahy will go before the dis- 
trict court and ask that Wood be 
admitted to bail.

Wesley Fraley the Victim of 
Murderous Gun in the 
Hands of W.C. Wood, 


BAD FEELING EXIST- 
ING FOR YEARS 


Parties Meetin Latter’s Store 
Where Quarrel was 
Renewed, 


Hominy was the scene of an- 
other killing Monday evening. 
Wesley Fraley was the victim 
and W. C. Wood the man who 
did the shooting. 

Very little if anything is known 
of the circumstances, other than 
that bad blood has existed be- 
tween the families for several 
years, and that Fraley went into 
the store owned and operated by 
Wood in the evening when the 
quarrel was resumed with the 
above results. 

Both parties were prominent 
citizens and were prominently 
identified with the prosperity of 
the town. 

After the tradegy Wood locked 
up his store and sent a phone 
message to sheriff Bird to come 
after him relating the event, 

Sheriff Bird went down on the 
night train and brought Wood to 
this city where he is held await- 
ing a preliminary hearing. 

Several stories have been set 
afloat but probably nothing defi- 
nite will be known until the hear- 
ing. 

A number of Hominy citizens, 
including M. F. Fraley father of 
the deceased, were in the city as 
witnesses in the case against 
Dan Parker for killing Elmer 
Fraley, a brother of Wesley’s on 
the night of the 3rd of last No- 
vember—just a little over one 
year ago. 

The Fraley’s and Wood are 
among the most prominent fam- 
ilies in the county. They had 
formerly been associated in busi- 
ness together at Hominy Post, 
before the country was develop- 
ed or the real town of Hominy 
had been started. Differences 
arose over a settlement and bad 
feeling has existed ever since. 
These differences have for some- 
time been hanging in the courts. 

The prominence of the famil- 
ies makes the tradegy one of ex- 
traordinary regret, besides ad- 
ding one more fatality to the al- 
ready long list in Osage county 
since the beginning pf statehood. 


HOMINY MERCHANTS 
KL EACH OTHER 


Okla., Nov. 17.—Willlam 
Fraley, @ merchant, was shot and 
killed at §$ o'clock last night by 
Chartes T. Woods, proprietor of a 


rival store at this place. No one 
witnessed the shooting and it is not 
known how the trouble began. 

Four shots were fired by Woods 
Into Fraley's body and the vyietim 
died before anyone could reach the 
scene. The men were alone in the 
store and the first intimation of the 
tragedy was the sound of the revol- 
ver shots, 

Woods surrendered to local officers 
and the office of Sheriff Bird at Paw- 
huska was notified, a deputy coming 
from that place later to make the ar- 
rest. It is sald that the shooting js 
the culmination of an old feud which 
began a year ago with the shooting 
of Fraley's brother by Dan Parker. 
Parker's trial for the offense comes 
up at Pawhuska at the present term 
of court. 

Both Woods and Fraley are sald 
to have been drinking. Fraley is a 
single man and has a mother and 
sister Hving here. Woods has long 
been a prominent citizen and has a 
family of six children.

OLD GRUDGE ENDS 
IN FATAL PISTOL QUEL 


Hominy, Okla., Nov. 17. — Wesley 
Fraley, aged 25 years, one of the best 
known young men in the Osage coun- 
try, was shot dead on the streets of 
Hominy late last night in a pistol 
duel with W. C. Woods, another prom- 
inent Hominy merchant. Woods sur- 
rendered to the city marshal and will 
be taken to Pawhuska. He claims he 
shot in self defense. 

The trouble which led up to last 
night’s affair dates back several 
years when Fraley and Woods were 
in business together when as a result 
of their differences they agreed to 
sever business relations and when the 
time for settlement came there was 
another clash. No blood was shed at 
that time but ugly threats were passed 
Several times since that time the men 
haye passed words and people here 
were ou the lookout for troubie. 

There were no witnesses to last 
night’s tragedy. A man by the name 
of Hilderbrant was on the streets at 


the time and heard the shots. He 
ran back and found Fraley dead. 
Fraley was unmarried. Woods is 


married and has several children.

Tuesday evening shortly after 
dark another shooting occured 
at Hominy. This time Chas. 
Woods was the victim and re- 
ceived two shots in the arm and 
shoulder. Six shots were fired 
in all. The wounds are only 
flesh wounds and are not con- 
sidered serious. 

Marcus Fraley was arrested 
and brought here on a charge of 
doing the shooting. He was 
taken before Justice of the Peace 
McCain, and a preliminary ar- 
ranged for March 2nd. He was 
held under $1,500 bond which he 
gave. 

Fraley denies any knowledge 
of the affair and claims entire 
innocense of the matter.

On Monday, April 11, 1910, just 
about two short months after Old 
Dad was shot, Millard Fillmore 
Fraley exacted revenge on Dan 
Parker for the killing of his son 
Elmer Fraley in 1908. 


Parker had been acquitted in De- 
cember of 1909 for killing Elmer 
Fraley and vengeance had been 
inflicted on Old Dad in Febru- 
ary of 1910 by Marcus Fraley for 
killing his brother Wesley. While 
in Pawhuska, Millard Fraley saw 
Dan Parker standing in front of 
McDonald’s Drug Store at the cor- 
ner of Main and Kihekah. News- 
paper accounts indicate that Fraley 
unloaded his revolver in Parker’s 
abdominal cavity. Parker died 
shortly thereafter and Fraley, who 
was reported to have been behav- 
ing like a lunatic, was taken to jail 
in town. This was the last act of 
violence in the so-called Fraley- 
Parker-Wood feud. 


The news articles about the so- 
called feud were spread widely in 
newspapers across Oklahoma and 
the United States. Certainly, the 
deaths of two sons of M. F. Fraley 
within about a years time carried

SHOT FROM AMBUSH 


W. C. Wood one of Hominy's 
Leading citizens shot 
by an Assassin 


W.C'. Wood, one of Hominy's 
prominent merchants and well 
known citizens was the victim of 
an attempted assussination as he 
was returning to his home ‘Tues- 
day evening at 8:00 o'clock. 

Mr. Wood had just closed his 
store and in company with Miss 
Mary Jones, a sister-in-law, and 
Bert Pattison both of whom are 
clerkIng at the store, Mr. Wood 
was returning to his home and 
when within less than a hundred 
yards of his door they parted 
from Mr. Pattison and started 
on, some one stepped from be- 
hind a closet within thirty feet 
of Mr. Wood and Miss Jones, 
and without a word of warning 
began firing. Mr. Wood quickly 
dree his revolver and returned 
the fire, and the would be assas- 
sin after tring three shots in 
rapid succession, tonk te his 
heels and disappeared, after 
being chased a block by Mr. 
Pattison who was only a few feet 
away when the tiring began. 
Two of the three shots struck 
Mr. Wood, one almost at the 
point of the right shoulder and 
paseed through the body, came 
outat the lower point of the left 
shoulder blade.

The shooting was not wholly 
unexpected owing to the fact 
that Mr. Wood killed Wesley 
Fraley about three months ago, 
and when the noise of the shoot- 
ing was heard a large crowd 
quiculy vathered. 

Mr. Wood reached his house 
unaided, and to the crowd both 
fhe and Miss Jones stated that 
they recognized the assailant, 
aod that it was Marcus Fraley, a 
brother of Wesley Fraley who 
did the shooting, and after Mr. 
Wood was taken in charge by 
the physicians Miss Jones went 
tothe home of Justice Charles 
Peters and swore to a complaint 
vharging Marcus Fraley with 
the crime.

Old Dad was deeply remorseful over the situation 
and eventually decided to leave Hominy in order 
to avoid the Fraleys and the entire set of circum- 
stances all together. No doubt fearful for his life 
after being shot in February and learning of the 
killing of Dan Parker in April, Old Dad appears to 
have left Hominy at some point in that time frame 
and put his store in hands of a receivership. Even- 
tually it was sold and new owners took over. 


Soon after he was shot in February of 1910, it was 
announced that Old Dad had assigned his business 
to creditors. In early May of 1910, it was said that 
he went “east” “for recuperation.” That could have 
been to his to his old home in Tennessee but I have 
not seen any report on his exact whereabouts dur- 
ing that time. He may have been looking for a new 
residence for his family and it is conceivable that 
he was looking in Tulsa. During his absence, the 
case against Marcus Fraley was removed from the 
docket because Old Dad did not show up to press 
charges. Soon after his return to Osage County, it 
was reported that C. T. Reese purchased Old Dad’s 
“entire stock” of goods in Hominy. 


Millard Fraley had his own legal problems at the 
time, having openly and unmistakably murdered 
Dan Parker in broad daylight on a busy street in 
April of 1910 in Pawhuska. He was said to have 
behaved like a raving lunatic upon his arrest and 


PAWIUSKA TRAGEDY 


Pawhuska, Okla., April 12.— 
Another shooting occurred on 
the streets here this afternoon. 
M. F. Fraley of Hominy,shot and 
killed Dan Parker in front of the 
Pawhuska hotel at 5:30 this af- 
ternoon, while the streets were 
full of people. Fraley fired five 
bullets into the body of his 
victim, and then leaning over the 
writhing form which had rolled 
off the sidewalk into the gutter, 
he snapped his empty pistol at 
his victim. 

Fraley was immediately arrest- 
ed and jailed When Parker was 
lifted up he was found to be stone 
dead, all tive of the bullets having 
penetrated his abdomeu. 

This killing is another result of 
one of the local feuds for which 
Osage county is fast becoming fa- 
mous. Fraley is sixty years old, 
while his victim is a voung man of 
thirty. The meeting of the two 
appears tohave been accidental, 
both men had come to Pawhuska 
on business, from Hominy,where 
both resided. 

Fraley approached Parker,who 
was standing in front of the hotel 
and said: “Hello, Dan Parker," 
and his sixshooter was spitting 
fire before his words had died 
away. 

The shooting began so sudden- 
ly, that surprise held the specta- 
tors spellbound, and no one made 
a@ movement to interfere until 
Fraley’s pistol was empty and 
Parker lay lifeless in the gutter. 

A year ago Parker shot and 
killed one of Fraley’s sons. Last 
fall the Woods-Fraley fight 02- 
curred, when Woods killed anoih- 
er of Fraley’s sons. Last Decem- 
ber itis claimed another son of 
Fraley waylaid Woods after dark 
and shot him in the back. His 
trial is now pending. Woods is 
recovering from his wounds.

SAME OLD FUED 


The Third Tragedy Enacted In Past 
Two Years Among Prominent Fam- 
ilies of Hominy---“I’m Sorry I Had 
to Kill Him,” Is the Expression of 


Man Held For the Crime. 


Not unexpected yet like a shock 
came the report Monday evening 
at 5 o’clock ofthe killing of Dan 
Parker by M. F. Fraley in Paw- 
huska. 

Our people are acquainted with 
the facts but given briefly the 
following Pawhuska information 
as reported in the foreign papers is 
substantially correct. “Parker stood 
at McDonalds corner on Muin street 
between 5 and 6 o'clock conversing 
with friends. Fraley came ucross 
the street from the Pawhuska hotel 
and walked up behind, tapped him 
on the sholder, saying ‘Hello 
Dan.” As Parker turned Fraley 
jabbed the barrel of his automatic 
revolver into Parker’s abdoman 
and fired three times. Parker fell 
into a gutter. Fraley followed and 
fired three more shots. Then he 
fled to the hotel, and a few minutes 
later was taken to the county jail. 
Parker died within an hour. 

The six shots had entered the 
bowels. The seventh time the 
automatic hammer came down the 
weapon snapped. 

“Lam sorry I had to kill him,” 
Fraley said after being taken to 
jail, “but he killed my son and I 
shall never get over it.” Fraley 
had come up from Hominy today 
on business and concluded to stay 
overnight. The sight of Parker 
angered him, and enlivened the 
spirit of revenge that he had 
cherished for two years. Then he 
walked across the street and killed 
his son’s slayer.” 

The third killing in the Hominy 
fued had occured. 


Mr. Fraley had left here for Paw- 
huska at 3:30, so he must have 
met Parker very shortly after his 
arrival there. 

Word was phoned to Hominy at 


once. Men talked. in a subdued 
tone discussing the affair and 
wondered where it would stop. 


Women hurried to the neighbors 
home to tell of the last happening. 

While little children who know 
all the parties listened in open 
mouthed childish seriousness to 
the story as delivered by father or 
mother and at the rehearsal and 
review of preceeding chapters of 
the bloody vendetta. 

Mrs. Parker the aged mother of 
the dead boy was prostrated and 
medical aid was summoned to her 
bed side. The father left at once 
for Pawhuska to minister to his 
injured son, who died soon after 
his arrival. 

On election day in November 
1908 Dan Parker fought a pistol 
duel with Elmer Fraley on the 
streets of Hominy. Fraley was 
killed und Parker shot through the 
Jeg, Parker charged with mur- 
der was acquited and has ever kept 
away from the town to avoid 
trouble although his parents reside 


here. 
One year and six days later 
Charley Woods and Wesley Fraley 


become involved in a guarrel over 
business affairs and Fraley was 
killed. The trial of Woods is set 
for next week in Pawhuska. 

So the fued asit now exists in- 
volves three families. Apprently 
all go armed fearing violence. 
Young Parker leaves an aged father 
and mother, a sister Sarah and.a 
younger brother living in Hominy. 
Two brothers Will and Jim have 
been living at Fairfax. 

Of the Fraleys, Mrs, Fraley is 
here with two sons Dr. J. M. and 
Marcus both married with families, 
and a daughter Mrs. Chas. Johnson. 

All parties connected with the 
awlul affair stand well in our @m- 
munity, the only mark ageinst 
their reputation for law abiding 
and peacable citizens being the 
fued engendered through business 
affairs and which is indeed to be 
regretted. 

The preliminary examination of 
Fraley was set for today at Paw- 
huska. 

The victim of the shooting was 
buried at Pawhuska Wednesday. 
His aged father and mother and 
the sister going from here to attend 
the last sad rites.

Was Reared in 
Savannah, Tenn. 


SAVANNATT, Tenn., April 
Fraley, of Hominy, OKla., whn shot and 
killed Dan Parker at Pawhuska, (ikta., 
Monday. was born and reared in Hard 
county, Tenn., where he lived for fifty 
vears. Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Fraley, of 
near Hamburg. tn West Hardin, are nis 
parents. They have lived on a large and 
valuable farm there for nearly sixty 
years, and it is on that farm where their 
son Millard was born. In his early man- 
hoad he married Miss Miranda McDaniel, 
moved to the village of Hamburg and en-

WwW. C, Woods was his clerk. partner and 
chief adviser for several vears. He went 
into the saloon husinesa later ¢«#:, and 
while thus engazed he attacked W. EF. 
MeLeod, whe used a Knife on Fralev's 
throat. A feud was thereby started, which 
resulted in manyv minor difficulties. Fra- 
ley was pronounced unbalanced mentaliv, 
and was sent to the Bolivar hospital for 
the insane, where he remained for sev- 
eral months. He regained his reason and 
was released. Again, !n a difficulty, in 
194, over the settlement for the sale or 
his saloon. he shot OQ. C. Hagy. Harr 
recovered, but lost his right arm. Fraley 
and his sons went to Hominy, Oklia.. 
where thev engaced tn mercantile bust- 
ness with W. C. Woods, the former part- 
ner at Hamburg, as manager. The mee 
digselved partnership. and ai suit was 
brought to settle financtlal difficulties 
about a vear axe. 

Eimer Fraley, one of the four sons of 
M. F. Fraley, was killed by Pan Parker, 
of Hominy, in a street dued. A few 
months ago W, C. Woeds shot and killea 
Westley Fraley, another son “ M. 
Fraley. A few months later W. Woods 
was shot from ambush, it ts Sec bv 
Marcus Fraley, the rvoungest of the sons, 
Dan Parker tis the latest victim of one 
of the feuds with which Fraley has been 
connected.

was denied bail initially. By mid- 
July of 1910, he was allowed bail 
and returned to his home in Hom- 
iny. Soon thereafter he went on an 
extended visit to his old home in 
Hardin County, Tennessee. His tri- 
al was continued to March of 1912 
when he was acquitted on the basis 
of insanity for which he had been 
institutionalized in 1897 in Ten- 
nessee. He and his wife eventually 
moved back to Tennessee. He died 
in 1934 while living in Corinth, Al- 
corn County, Mississippi. 


There is no evidence that Old Dad 
returned to Hominy for any length 
of time after he was shot. His tri- 
al for murder was set to begin in 
Pawhuska on Monday, June 13, 
1910, and he was bound to be in 
Osage County for that. A few of 
the court documents related to his 
trial, obtained from Chuck Drum- 
mond, can be found in Appendix 
K. It is interesting that Fred Drum- 
mond, the future father-in-law of 
Old Dad’s daughter Kate, is listed 
as a witness for the plaintiff. I have 
no specific information regarding 
his testimony in the case. They had 
been business competitors since the 
arrival of Fred Drummond in Hom- 
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iny in 1903 when Old Dad’s bookkeeper George Tredway became Drum- 
mond’s partner. However, Fraley also had a similar business in Hominy. It 
is further noted that Millard Fraley’s son Dr. J. J. Fraley was physician for 


Blanche Drummond Petty during her pregnancy with her daughter Helen 
Claire. 


Perhaps friction between the two families was one of the reasons that Kate 
Wood and Cecil Drummond were married without ceremony in Tulsa in 
September, 1911. At least Old Dad was living in Tulsa by that date and Kate

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JURY ACQUITS IN FRALEY CASE 


The jury in the Fraley case 
returned a verdict of not guilty 
Saturday evening about six 
o’clock. The case had been 
submitted Friday evening and 
the jury had deliberated nearly 
twenty-four hours. 

The killing of Dan Parker 
over which this case arose occur- 
ed in this city nearly two years 
ago and was the culmination of 
a number of occurences which 
had origin at Hominy. Asa re- 
sult of these occurences three 
men have lost their lives and 
two have been obliged to defend 
themselves in the courts of this 
county for the crime of murder. 
The conditions surrounding the 
entire affair has been such as to 
cause regret not only to the 
participants but to the law abid- 
Ing citizenship of the county. 
What has been done can not be 
undone, nor can further hostili- 
ties bring relief for suffering 
that has been caused. As law 
abiding citizens all parties are 
expected to abide by the action 
of the courts. Crime has been 
too common and killings to fre- 
quent in Osage county. The 
good name of the county as well 
as its good citizenship demand 
less law violation. Of past cases 
the Journal has nothing to say, 
but it voices the sentiment of 
every peaceable citizen in the 
county when it urges a lessening 
of crime. Unsettled conditions 
in the past have been responsible 
for much of the trouble but 
these conditions are rapidly 
changing. The law is better 
understood and must be be better 
enforced, not only in relation to 
capital crimes but to lesser 
crimes as well. Osage county 
must not be singled out for its 
lawlessness.

THE WOOD HEARING 


Unusual Difficulty is Experienced in Get- 
ting a Jury 


In the district court. of this 
county Monday morning, the hear- 
ing of W. C. Wood on the charge 
of murdering Wesley Fraley at 
Hominy, was begun with Judge 
Shea on the bench. A venire of 
fifty men was quickly exhausted 
us also another ef fifty more, and 
when a third of forty was all gone 
the jury still Jacked several of be- 
ing full. A further venire was 
ordered. It is expected to get to 
trial this afternoon. The chief 
trouble was that most of the men 
examined were unequivocally op- 
posed to éapital punishment. 

The defense will be that Wood 
shot in the belief that his agyres- 
sion was necessary to the saving 
of his own life. The two men-- 
the man killed and his slayer—-were 
zlone in the latter’s store when 
the tragedy occurred.  <As_ to 
what occurred the defendant is 
the only living witness, though 
others will tell of Wesley Fraley’s 
seeking out his enemy in a condi- 
tion of semi-intoxication and with 
offensive exhibition of bravado. 


Wood Acquitted 

The trial of W. C. Wood, who 
shot and killed Wesley Fraley in 
the former’s store here last Nov- 
ember has been going on in the 
district court at Pawhuska the 
past ten days, and has caused 
Hominy to be unusually quiet, 
owing to the large number of wit- 
nesses in attendance at the trial. 

Oounty Attorney Roberts, ably 
assisted by C. M. Cope and his 
father, made a vigorous prosecu- 
tion, and the defendant represen- 
ted by T. J. Leahy and W. B. 
Boone fought every charge with 
strong rebuttal evidence. Every 
phase of the case was thoroughly 
brought out, and laid before a 
jury of twelve men selected from 
aevenire of more than fifty. 
Throughout the long tedious trial 
W. C. Wood was surrounded by 
his faithful wife and lovable 
daughter, Miss Dudgah, and the 
small children, while on the oth- 
er side sat the aged sweet mother 
of Wesley Fraley and her two 
sons, Dr. J. J. Fraley and Marcus 
Fraley. 

The case was vlosed and the 
jury retired at 11:30 Wednesday 
and shortly after 2 o’clock they 
filed back in the court room and 
returned the verdict of acquittal.

ACQUITTED 


Pawhuska Jury Finds Hom- 
iny Merchant not Guilty 
of Murder of Wesley Fra- 
ley After One Hour of 
Deliberation. 


The trial of Charles Woods, 
charged with the murder of Wesley 
Fraley last fall, came to a close 
yesterday aflernoon with the return 
of a verdict of not guiliy. 

The trial began one week ago 
Monday at Pawhuska, It required 
four or five days to empanel a jury 
and account of the publicity of the 
case and its connection with other 
killings that have occurred in 
Hominy and Pawhuska, growing 
out of what is know as the Fraley-- 
Woods fued. 

The case was hard fought, both 
sides using the best legal talent 
available and forty or fifty witness- 
were examined. The charge to the 
jury and arguments by council 


were completed yesterday at noon 
and the jury after being out about 
one hour brought in the verditt of 
acquittal.

may have been living with him when 
she married. Fred Wood was also liv- 
ing there at the time. 


Finding a jury for Old Dad’s trial took 
longer than usual because of the lack 
of availability of potential jurors who 
favored the death penalty. Eventually 
a jury was formed and within a short 
period of time returned a verdict of not 
guilty. 


Newspaper accounts of the trial de- 
scribed an image in the courtroom of his 
family, Mammy, Duddgah, and children 
seated together anticipating the verdict. 
The children were not named so it is 
uncertain if Fred was present since his 
wife Frances was pregnant with their 
daughter Carmelita at the time. Fred 
was 27 and Duddgah 24 at the time of 
the trial. The oldest of Old Dad’s chil- 
dren with Mammy was Kate, not quite 
17 at the time. Next in line were Sarah 
Louise, Frank, Pauline Nelson, Inez, 
and Nell. It must have been a harrow- 
ing experience for all of them. 


Within a few months after his trial Old 
Dad had settled temporarily in Pawhus- 
ka before moving to Tulsa. During 
the remainder of 1910, he closed out

The District Court Jury Acquitted 
Him Yesterday Without Very 
Much Delay. 


THE GROWO WAS PLEASED 


Testimony Showed that He Felt the 
Shooting Was Necessary to 
Self-Defense, 


The jury in the case of W.C, 
Wood. charged with the murder 
of Wesley Fraley, yesterday vot- 
ed an acquittal shortly after retir- 
ing from the box. The time con- 
sumed in deliberation was less than 
an hour. When the verdict was 
reported, the «istrict court room 
was crowded. The announce- 
ment that Wood was found not 
gui.ty brought out a vigorous 
cheer and the crowd gathered 
around the man thus set free and 
gave him a generous ovation. 
Wood was visibly affected by this 
demonstration and Mrs. Wood, 
who was present and who had 
borne up well during the trying 
ordeal of the hearing, gave way 
tosobs which were the outburst 
of pent up feeling. 

On the street the verdict was 
an exceedingly popular one, not 
only because Wood himself is well 
liked but also because of the be- 
lief that he was goaded to the shot 
which made him a prisoner by 
threats and abuse. 

The principal featureof the trial 
after the long-drawn effort to 
get a jury, was the testimony of 
the defendant, who was the only 
living witness to the tragedy of 
which he wasa part. His story 
was well told and made a favor- 
able impression. He said that 
when Wesley Fraley came into 
his store on the night of the trou- 
ble, his heart came up in his mouth 
as he realized that his enemy was 
intoxicated and __ irresponsible. 
Fraley was abusive and threaten- 
ing, applying vile names tohim 
and refusing to go out. At last 
he reached for his pocket right in 
connection with a threat and 
Wood, believing his enemy armed, 
got hold of his own gun. He 
begged Fraley not to make troub- 
le but to go his way, but his 
words appeared to have an effect 
opposite from that intended. 
Finally he felt that the aggression 
of Fraley directly and immediate- 
threatened his life and he shot to 
save hinself as he believed. 

Judge Shea charged the jury 
that it must either acquit Wood 
or tind him guilty of murder in 
the first degree. 

The arguments of counsel were 
moro than usually _ brilliant. 
Messrs. Leahy and Boone spoke 
for the defendant and Messrs C. 
(;. and (. M, Cope and County 
Attorney Roberts for the presecu- 
tion. 

It is understood that Mr. Wood 
will not return to Hominy but 
will take up his home and engage 
in business elsewhere. 


THE WOODS CASE. 


The trial of Chas. Woods for 
killing Wesley Fraley at Hominy 
last November came toa close 
yesterday by the return of a ver- 
dict reading ‘Not Guilty’’ by 
the jury, 

The trial was begun Tuesday 
of last week, some three or four 
davs being consumed. und some- 
thing like two hundred and fifty 
men being examined before a 
jury was qualified to hear the 
Case, 

The case was one of the hard 
fought cases of Osage county, 
County Attorney Roberts, assist- 
ed by Attorneys Cope & Cope, of 
Hominy. putting up an agyres- 
sive and vigorous prosecution, 
while Attorneys Leahy and Boone 
were equally vigorous in behalf 
ot the defense. 

The crime for which this ease 
was prosecuted occurred last 
November in the Woods store at 
Hominy when Wesley Fraley 
entered and engaged in conver- 
sation with Woods. Several par- 
ties were in the store at the time 
Fraley entered, but all had left 
before the killing occurred. On 
account of previous threats hav- 
ing been made by Fraley the plea 
of self defense was put up and 
the verdict of the jury sustained 
the plea. The trouble between 
the Fraleys and Woods originated 
over some business difficulties 
growing out of a partnership as 
Indian traders during the years 
up toand including 1902. Fra- 
leys claiming that Wood had 
robbed them of a large amount 
of money. 

A large number of witnesses 
from Hominy and surrounding 
country were present at the trial 
and in the public mind the ques- 
tion of justification is pretty well 
divided. Wood’s wife and family 
were present in the court room 
during the trial, as were the 
mother and brothers of the mur- 
dered boy. 


W. C. Wood is in the city and 
will temporarily make his home 
here, pending the completion of 
his plans for the future. 


The remant of the old W. C. 
Wood stuck of groceries and cloth- 
ing was moved out this week and 
taken to Yale. This store hss not 
flourished much since Mr. Wood 
quit, probably for the reason that 
the later purchasers did not believe 
in using a little printers ink.

The year 
1912 was the year that Sarah Lou- 
ise (commonly known as Lou- 
ise) graduated from Hominy High 
School and this may have been the 
event that Mammy waited for be- 
fore moving to Tulsa. Louise had 
participated in many school activi- 
ties and appears on the 1912 list of graduates even though there was a news 
story the following year reporting that she was the only graduate in the 1913 
class at Hominy.

After Louise moved to Tulsa, it was announced that she had made the best 
high school grades in Osage County and had been awarded a scholarship to 
the Chillicothe Commercial College, also known as the Chillicothe Busi- 
ness College located in Chillicothe, Missouri. I know of no evidence that 
she accepted the scholarship or attended that college. Instead, she chose to 
attend Kendall College, which changed its name to the University of Tulsa 
in 1920. Louise was listed on the program of a recital there in December of 
1913 and she graduated from Kendall College in 1917. 


The early years of the twentieth century leading up to Old Dad’s trial and 
the removal of the Wood family to Tulsa brought several other emotional 
events. Certainly the happiest of those 
for Old Dad and Mammy would have 
been the birth of their children. The 
first of those born after they moved 
to Hominy was Frank (February 1, 
1900). After Frank came Pauline Nel- 
son (February 24, 1902), Inez (Sep- 
tember 8, 1905), and Nell (November

Other important and happy family events in those years included the mar- 
riages of Tom Wood’s children Jim and Stella to Mackie Cook and Lee 
Cook in 1904 and 1901, respectively. Old Dad’s youngest brother Harry 
Edgar Wood married Florence Bachuss on September 6, 1908, in Hardin 
County. Also, Tom’s daughter Stella married Lee Cook there on November 
16, 1901. Additionally, Fred Wood married in 1903 and his cousin Joel Fos- 
ter Garrett married Ida Bell Austin in Tennessee on February 24, 1910. 


Several events in those years were also the cause of anxiety and grief for the 
Wood family. Old Dad’s sister Nancy Ann Wood Franks and his sister-in- 
law Ella Johnston Wood, wife of his brother George Washington, died Feb- 
ruary 15, 1902, and February 22, 1902, respectively. Winfred Moore, the 
eight year old son of Old Dad’s sister Martha Chrisodine died on September 
7, 1903, and was buried in the William Wood cemetery in Hardin County. 
As noted earlier, Old Dad’s mother died in Hardin County in 1909, shortly 
before Wesley Fraley was killed in Hominy. 


Especially traumatic for the family in the early 1900s was the death of 
Mammy’s brother Bob Jones. He was the only son of James and Sarah 
Garrett Jones to reach adulthood and he never married. He was only 38 at 
the time of his death in 1905. The year before his death, Bob was involved 
in a shooting accident in which a friend was killed and this event probably 
troubled him for the remainder of his life.

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Perhaps portending future difficulties, Old 
Dad’s barn was burned in 1903. Even though 
arson was suggested, I have seen no evidence 
that guilt was ever assigned to it. A poten- 
tially fatal accident involving a runaway team 
in 1907 resulted in no fatalities but certainly 
considerable stress for the Wood and Jones 
families. 


The continued residence of the Jones family in 
Hominy afforded the availability of a place to 
stay in town for Wood family members when

Runaway Accident 

On last Wednesday morn- 
ing a run-away accident occur- 
red while Mrs. W.C. Woods 
and baby, Frank and Pauline, 
together with Miss Mary Jones 
were starting for Cleveland. 

Miss Jones started to get 
out of the surrey to tie up & 
hitch rein and in handing the 
reins to Mrs Wood dropped 
them. The team became 
frightened and commenced to 
run. The surrey passed over 
Miss Jones and hurt her con- 
siderably, Mrs. Wood with 
the baby, jumped from the 
rig and fell upon her head and 
shoulders, hurting herself. 
though fortunately not serl- 
ously, The baby and other 
children escaped injury. All 
things considered, it was a 
very forttinate accident.

Duddgah appears to have been the most 
widely traveled of all of Old Dad’s chil- 
dren. As a very talented vocalist and 
deeply religious person, Duddgah at- 
tended revival meetings across the state 
and beyond. Sometimes she was referred 
to as being from Hominy and sometimes 
from Tulsa in the early years after the 
Wood family moved. From about 1916 
onward her residence was consistently 
listed as Tulsa. In 1915, Duddgah, liv- 
ing with her family at 234 West Eleventh 


Fire at Hominy. 

Word comes from Hominy that 
the large barn of W. C. Wood, the 
well known merchant at that place, 
was burned to the ground last Fri- 
day night, together with 150 tons of 
hay which was stored in the build- 
ing. The origin of the fire is not 
known butit is supposed to have 
been of incendiary origin.

In 1913, Hattie Jones was using her experience as a store owner gained 
in Savannah, Tennessee, to operate a notion store on East Main Street in 
Hominy. In 1914, she added groceries to her store and appears to have con- 
tinued the store until 1921 when the building she was occupying was torn 
down and she placed her goods in storage. The ultimate fate of that store 
is not known to me but I have seen no evidence that it reopened after 1921. 
Hattie’s sister Mary may have assisted in the store from time to time but she

Old buildings are pretty well out of 
the way of the Harris building, Main 
and Price.

also worked for other stores, includ- 
ing the Stohr and Sidwell grocery and 
meat market. The store was located 
at 110 West Main Street and the gro- 
cery department was purchased in 
1921 by Fred Petty, brother of Oscar 
K. Petty, husband of Blanche Drum- 
mond, and Robert T. Petty of the Pet- 
ty Drug Company at 104 West Main 
Street in Hominy. In the early 1920s 
Mary worked for the Hominy Trad- 
ing Company and subsequently its 
successor, The Pioneer Store. 


In 1914, Fred Wood went into the 
grocery business with William Car- 
nahan in Skiatook, Tulsa County, 
Oklahoma. Carnahan was in the 
grocery business in Ramona, Wash- 
ington County, Oklahoma, having 
moved there in about 1900. 


Fred’s wife Frances was not recov- 
ered from the illness she had when 
they lived in Hominy. Consequent- 
ly, she and Fred spent considerable 
time visiting her family in Missouri 
as well as health care facilities away 
from home. Fred was aided at the 
store and with his two children by 
several family members from Tulsa, 
including Old Dad.

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The partnership Fred had with William Carnahan dissolved in 1916 and the 
store was sold. Fred appears to have moved his family to Tulsa to be closer 
to his family. Frances died there in 1920. 


In February of 1917, the oldest surviving member of the James Jones fam- 
ily, namely Sarah Lewis Garrett Jones, died in Hominy and was buried in 
the Hominy Cemetery. She was survived by her daughters in Oklahoma, 
Mammy, Hattie, and Mary, a brother, Charles Thomas Garrett, and a sister, 
Catherine Douglas Garrett Comfort. 


Fred Wood married Sina Trosper Jones Finlay on July 24, 1922, in Yukon, 
Canadian County, Oklahoma. It was her third marriage and each of them 
had two children. Fred started Fred Wood Oil Company in Sand Springs in 
1920. In addition to his business interests, Fred was a baseball fan. In the

No doubt there was considerable consternation among Wood family mem- 
bers after their move away from Hominy and during the illness of Fred’s 
wife Frances. Additionally, the death of Sarah Lewis Garrett Jones in 1917 
came during that period of time when Fred and Frances lived in Tulsa. All 
members of the family would have pitched in to help care for their two chil- 
dren while maintaining attendance at school and participating in local social 
events.

Death of Osage Cattle Baron 
Marks End of Era 


Funeral services were held Saturday. 
Apr. 25, at 10:30 a.m. in the First 
Presbyterian Church in Hominy for R.C. 
Drummond with the Rev. Will Carl, pastor 
of the Good Shepard Presbyterian Church 
in Bartlesville officiating. 

Rev. Carl was assisted by Rev. Joe 
Meinhart, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Hominy. 

Roy Cecil Drummond. legendary cattle 
baron of Osage County. and various other 
areas throughout the state, passed away 
at his home in Pawhuska on Apr. 22, 1981 
at the age of 88 years, 7 months and 19 
days. He had been in ill health for several 
month: 

R.C., also known to many in later years 
as “PaPa” Drummond was born to 
Frederick and Addie (Gentner) Drum- 
mond on Sept. 3, 1892, in Pawhuska, the 
eldest of six children. 

Mr. Drummond's education began with 


his attendance at the St. Louis Boarding 
school which was located just west of 
Pawhuska. He then attended the one 
room school of Mrs. Laura Tucker, located 
on the brow of the hill across from the 
Osage Agency Campus in Pawhuska 
R.C.'s parents moved to Hominy in 1904 
when R.C.'s father Frederick, organized 
the Hominy Trading Co.. after buying out 
the Price Mercantile Co., as the basis of 
his business. “‘PaPa"" then attended 
school in the stone school house, which 
has just recently been remodeled and now 
houses the Osage Indian Head Start. His 
first teacher in Hominy was the late G.K. 
Sutherland. His college education was 
‘acquired at Oklahoma A & M College in 
Stillwater where he attended as a sub- 
freshman and freshman. He later 
attended Kansas State University in 
Manhattan, Kans. 

One of R.C.'s best friends was school 
mate Kesiah (Kate) Wood. daughter of 
William Charles and Kesiah (Jones) 
Wood, who moved here from Savannah, 
Tenn. Charles Wood opened another one 
of Hominy's first dry good stores. R.C. 
married Kesiah (Kate) Wood on Sept. 19. 
1911, in Tulsa and began his young 
married life six miles east of Hominy on 
the Gates farm which he leased from Mark 
Gates. The first three weeks of their 
marriage was spent camping in a tent 
while R.C. and Kate waited for Gates to 
move out of the two room house located on 
the leased land. 

R.C. always had a love for the land 
around him and wanted to own his own 
ranch. In 1913, his father was on a trade 
to buy R.C. 160 acres. When his father 
passed away, R.C. finished the transac- 
tion and owned his first Osage County 
land. The empire he was to build in his 
future years began with forty head of 
cattle and 160 acres of Osage grassland. 

PaPa and Kate's first child, Roberta 
Janice was born on Sept. 9, 1912, their 
first son, Fred Alexander was born June 
29, 1914. The third child, another 
daughter, Katherine Yvonne, was born 
Jan. 5, 1916. The family increased again 
on May 13, 1918 with the birth of twin 
sons, Jack and Gent. The youngest child, 
Marguerite Louise, was born on Aug. 25 
1921. 

Mr. Drummond bought a home in town 
for the convenience of the children 
attending school, but at the end of each 
school term R.C. would load the buck- 
board with household items and clothing

and move his family to the ranch for the 
summer. During the summer Kate 
cooked, not only for her family. but for the 
hay crews her husband employed. As the 
years passed, R.C, Drummond, through 
his wisdom and hard work, built not only a 
cattle empire he could be proud of but a 
family of honor and integrity. It has been 
said he was a man of few words. but when 
hhe spoke. those who knew him listened 
respectfully with the hopes of gaining 
insight through his knowledge. 

PaPa's three sons followed him in the 
ranching business. cach establishing their 
‘own operations, There are also lawyers. 
teachers, pharmacists. and some in the 
medical field among the children, the 18 
grandchildren and the 43 great-grand- 
children. 

In the later years of his fife R.C. found a 
new love for the land as he branched into 
farming. It wasn't unusual to see him 


friend as he watched the planting begin of 
the wheat and rye that would feed his vast 
herd of cattle the following winter 

Mr. Drummond was a member of the 
Presbyterian Church in Hominy. He also 
was 8 32nd degree Mason with over 60 
years’ membership. He took great pride 


in his Masonic affiliation and hoped his 
sons would become 32nd degree masons, 
Each son fulfilled that wish. 

Roy Cecil Drummond was preceded in 
death by his wife Kate, one daughter, 
Roberta Janice Henderson Carpenter in 
1976, one twin son, Gent in 1968 and the 
other twin son, Jack in 1978 

He is survived by one son Fred A., of 
Pawhuska: two daughters. Louise Drum- 
mond Fairweather of Hominy and Kather- 
ine Drummond Buckner of Tulsa: one 
brother. Alfred A. of Madill, Okla: 18 
grandchildren and 43 great-grandchild- 
ren,

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In July of 1920, soon after the death of Frances Wood, Mammy and Louise 
took a trip to visit friends and relatives in Hardin County, Tennessee. Lou- 
ise had been teaching at the University of Tulsa and was on the verge of 
moving to Arizona where she obtained a teaching job in 1922 at Phoenix 
Union High School. She was accompanied during her trip to Arizona by her 
sister Inez and aunt Hattie Jones.

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WC. WOOD, 
COUNTY PIONEER, 
DIES AT TULSA 


Came Here As a Licensed Indian 
Trader in 1897; First Siore 
Was Housed in Tent 


A colorful, eventful life, identi- 
fied with early Osage county his- 
tory, ended with the death of 
William Charles Wood Saturday 
night, January 1, 1944. Mr. Wood, 
age 82, died at his home, 1417 
South Carson street, Tulsa, after 
an illness of several months. He 
was a prominent early day resi- 
dent of Hominy. 

He was born in Hardin county, 
Tennessee. With Mrs. Wood he 
came to Hominy as a licensed 
United States Indian trader in 
1897. He established his first store 
in a tent a few blocks south of 
where the Graham Service sta- 
tion now stands. This was a gen- 
eral merchandise store, in which, 
according to A. B. Pattison, local 
authority on pioneer history, ev- 
erything from a needle to a 
threshing machine might be 
bought, and the stock included 
even a drug supply. 

The following year the store, 
operated under the name, W. C. 
Wood and company, was moved 
into new quarters, a stone build- 
ing near the original site. Later, 
after the townsite of Hominy was 
located, the store was moved to 
Main street at about the location 
of the present Woolery Grocery 
store. 

Wood avenue was named for 
the pioneer family and their home 
was built at 319 North Wood. Mr. 
Wood, a stalwart, handsome man 
of the pioneer type, is remem- 
bered for his charm, his general 
friendliness, his benevolence, and 
his activity in the business and 
social life of the city when it was 
at its best. 

He was known also as a friend 
to man, particularly to the needy, 
and no man’s plea for help ever 
went unheeded, early friends of 
Mr. Wood relate. 

Mr, Wood sold his interests in 
his business in 1913 and the fam- 
ily moved to Tulsa where they 
have since made their home. At 
that time Mr. Wood became as- 
sociated with the Wayne Tank 
and Pump company, Tulsa. 

He is survived by his widow, 
the former Keziah Jones, and 
eight children: Fred Wood and 
Mrs. Harry McGill, both of Tulsa; 
Mrs. R. C, Drummond, Hominy;

An agreement among the surviving family members of George Jones was 
drawn up and approved on May 24, 1872, as a means of reaching an ami- 
cable settlement of the estate assets. George died in September of 1866 and 
the executor of his estate, namely his brother-in-law David Sevier, had not 
finalized distribution to his heirs. It was assumed by everyone involved that 
the so-called “family settlement’ would be the instrument they needed to 
finalize the estate. However, additional points of contention arose and con- 
tinued to be brought forward for several years afterwards. I have not seen 
documents related to the absolute final distribution of the assets of George 
Jones. 


The “family settlement” was actually written by Thomas Amis Rogers Nel- 
son, husband of Mary Jones, a daughter of George and Kezia Sevier Jones. 
This document outlines some of the estate assets and was signed by all of 
the heirs, including the widow Kezia Sevier Jones and the executor of the 
estate, her brother David Sevier.

THE WOOD FAMILY GOLD 


By William W. Weems after a tale told by Inez Franks Cooper (1913-2003), 
descendant of John C. Wood and published member of the Hardin County 
Historical Society. 


Late at night a few men with grim faces crept over a hill and into a family 
cemetery. These men came with picks, shovels and shrouded lanterns. It 
was the time of the great economic depression in the United States of Amer- 
ica, and these men were attempting to better their lot by digging for gold. 
It was a measure of their desperation that they were willing to desecrate 
the graves of the dead to do so. It was later presumed they had fortified 
themselves with moonshine whiskey, for when their hours of digging had 
proved fruitless they toppled some tombstones and broke others in a fit of 
mindless rage. Surviving relatives of those buried in the cemetery quickly 
refilled the graves, but it would take decades of volunteer work to restore 
the cemetery to its present condition. Those who toiled to fill and level the 
graves shook their heads in wonder and disgust. Their family histories led 
them to believe that in their own region golden items were commonly kept 
as heirlooms back in the 1800’s, not buried with the dead. Considering the 
dates on the desecrated graves, the vandals must have been inspired by the 
old tale of the lost Wood family gold. If so it seemed obvious they were not 
digging in the right place. This was the Wood cemetery of southern Hardin 
County, Tennessee, and almost certainly the Wood family gold would have 
not been hidden there. The trouble was, no one in or out of the Wood family 
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knew just where it had been buried. 


William Wood (1807-1881) came to Hardin County, Tennessee as a teen- 
ager in the company of his two older brothers, Daniel Green Wood and 
Charles Wood. He married Syntha Brooks (c.a. 1828) and they settled near 
the Tennessee River. They had six children together until Syntha’s death in 
November of 1841. These were named after other family members, so it 
may be difficult to avoid confusion in tracing their affairs; suffice it to say 
that William’s elder brother Daniel Green Wood seems to have left Hardin 
County and William’s eldest son Daniel Green Wood (born in 1829) is one 
of the principal actors in this story, along with his youngest son John C. 
Wood (born 1838). 


By the time of the Civil War William Wood was a prosperous farmer. He 
had a large house and some of his children, including Daniel Green Wood 
and John C. Wood, had married and constructed their own houses nearby. 
Daniel Green Wood married Delilah Hatley, and also at this time his father 
William had married another of the Hatley clan named Rebecca (John C. 
Wood married Caldonia Tankersley). There was great concern in the Wood 
family about the unsettled conditions during the war between the States. A 
major battle had been fought just downriver at the Petersburg steamboat 
landing, around the Shiloh Church. Although Confederate armies had with- 
drawn from the immediate area after that battle, Confederate Calvary Gen- 
eral Nathan Bedford Forrest raided at will in West Tennessee. Then their 
were irregular fighters, guerilla bands who broke away from the chafing dis- 
cipline of regular armies and plundered the countryside to keep their forces 
supplied. While regular soldiers did forage for foodstuffs from nearby farms, 
offering script I.O.U.’s when challenged by landowners they knew to be on 
their side, irregular forces tended to simply loot everything they could find 
on private property in “enemy territory”. Small wonder some of these mot- 
ley bands became little better than roving thieves and others did not cease 
that sort of activity with the coming of peace (one thinks of the song about 
Jesse James “robbing the Union train’’). 
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Hardin County was well known as a hotbed of Union sentiment. When 
General Grant’s forces liberated the County Seat at Savannah locals imme- 
diately organized three companies of volunteer soldiers for the Union Army. 
However, Hardin County also sits on the Mississippi and Alabama State 
border; small wonder the Wood family felt uncomfortable in the southern 
part of what the Confederates might consider hostile territory. Moreover, 
anyone in that era would take it for granted a prosperous farmer would have 
some gold lying around. 


People didn’t always trust Banks back then. No government agencies in- 
sured small depositors and a financial downturn could lead to a “panic” where 
there might easily be a “run” on a Bank rumored to be in trouble. This led 
to depositors rushing to be first to withdraw their money, which was certain 
to cause the Bank to be in trouble if it was not before. A Bank made money 
by lending out money. If enough of its borrowers defaulted when a needy 
Bank attempted to call in its loans during a “run” the Bank would not be 
able to redeem its deposits. Then it would be deemed to have failed and be 
forced into receivership. Depositors who did not join the run on that Bank 
in time might only get pennies for each dollar on deposit. And of course, 
outlying farmers were always the last to know about such things. 


People didn’t always trust paper money. The hyperinflation that gutted Con- 
federate bills was to folk of that era only the latest example of paper money 
proved worthless. Paper money was little more than a promissory note to 
pay the holder gold or silver at a certain time or on certain conditions (in the 
case of Confederate bills and notes, a certain period of time after as treaty 
of peace with the United States of America) so why not just have the cash 
money of silver and gold in hand? 


Not that you wouldn’t have it hidden. And most of what you hid would 
probably be gold. Paper money could get wet, silver might tarnish. Gold 
would be impervious to moisture. Since a single gold coin would be worth 
several silver coins gold would have less weight and bulk; easier to carry, 
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easier to hide. Every Wood household had its own hiding place (William’s 
was said to be behind a loose stone in the chimney). But with rumors of 
raiders in the area extraordinary measures were clearly in order. 


Womenfolk and children found safe places to hide themselves; Daniel Green 
Wood and John C. Wood each took part of the family’s operating capital and 
found secure hiding places in the surrounding forests. John C. Wood hid the 
silver by spreading it out under a large flat rock near his house. He watched 
as his elder brother Daniel Green Wood disappeared into the forest shadows 
with the gold. John intended to tell his wife the location of his hiding place, 
but no one but Daniel knew the location of his own hiding spot. Daniel was 
so proud of the clever way he had hidden his private but not inconsiderable 
collection of coins that he was taking the family gold to that spot as well. 


As they all feared a band of mounted ruffians galloped into their neighbor- 
hood. Not everyone had time to hide, or thought hiding was the wisest 
course....William Wood met the band at his home. Except for the tattered 
flag they flew this group of guerillas could have been a rag tag band of Mex- 
ican banditos. They certainly acted like outlaws, demanding William de- 
liver any money he had hidden. William refused, not even offering to hand 
over the few coins still hidden in his chimney hiding place. The toughs then 
roughed William up, and let him know they had been told he and his family 
had gold. When William still refused to give them money they ransacked 
his house and finding nothing, beat poor William again. 


The leader of the group then fashioned a noose from a piece of rope and flung 
the rope of a ceiling beam in the largest room in William’s house. Binding 
William’s hands the tough put his noose around William’s neck and pulled 
hard on the other end of the rope. The others helped yank the rope tighter 
until poor William was balancing precariously on his tiptoes, the rope actu- 
ally beginning to stretch his neck. Tell us where to find the gold, the leader 
hissed, or we will leave you like this. William said nothing. The leader 
and his men stomped out and mounted their horses, taunting William with 
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speculation as to the length of time he could stand on tiptoe. As William 
was still silent they cursed and fired a volley from their guns through the 
windows of the house at their hapless victim and galloped off. 


William’s luck held. None of the bullets struck him and the sound of the gun- 
fire drew family members from hiding to see what had happened. They cut 
down William before the strain of his ballerina posture became too great. 
Later the same day Delilah became agitated when Daniel Green Wood could 
not be located and a search was organized. Delilah’s worst fears were real- 
ized when Daniel was found dead on a woodland path. It was presumed he 
encountered the guerillas when they were still in a foul mood, and found 
himself dealt with in a summary fashion when he would not give them gold. 
William seemed certain that his eldest son was even tighter than he was, and 
had not given up the secret of the gold’s hiding place. Unfortunately it was 
a secret he had taken with him to the grave. 


How much money did Daniel Green Wood have hidden? Perhaps not much 
by today’s standards. Farmers tended to have a large infusion of cash when 
they sold their crops or livestock, but they had to live on that money for 
several months to come. Certainly the value of any coins in that hoard 
to a modern collector would far eclipse their total face value. Have likely 
areas been examined by modern equipment? Depends on what you mean 
by “likely areas”. All the areas around the old Wood home place have been 
swept with metal detectors. As noted, the spiritual descendants of the Civil 
War guerillas have torn through the old Wood family cemetery where Wil- 
liam and so many of his family rest. But family legend is adamant that 
Daniel Green Wood had a hiding place far out in the woods, a place of such 
clever concealment that he prized it, convinced that no one could ever find 
where it was. And no one ever has.

The following memory of Mary (Mamie) Jones was written by Jean Fergu- 
son Drummond, wife of Jack Drummond who was one of the twin sons of 
Kate Wood Drummond. It is posted as a memory for Mary Jones on fam- 
ilysearch.org. 


“Miss Mary Jones was a great Aunt of Jack’s and everyone called her Mamie. She 
was a sister to Kezia Wood, mother of Kate, Frank, Pauline, Louise and Nell. W.C. 
Wood and Kezia came to Hominy from Tennessee and opened a grocery store in 
Indian Territory which became Hominy, Oklahoma in 1907. Mamie and her sister 
Aunt Hattie lived on Pettit in a house they used as a store to sell a great many use- 
ful items to the Osage Indians. I don’t think they sold groceries, but needles, thread, 
thimbles, some dry goods and possibly pots and pans. When Jack and I were married 
we moved into the house at 304 S. Pettit and Mamie lived across the street. Aunt 
Hattie had already been gone several years. Jack and Gent went to school at Horace 
Mann just across the street and Mamie and Aunt Hattie cooked their lunch for them 
consisting of their favorite, fried potatoes, Vienna sausage and kidney beans. From 
what Jack told me they ate this every day. Mamie worked at the Pioneer store grocery 
department and filled the orders of the Indians herself, calling out from the front of 
the store, “Sack of potatoes for Humpatokah No 20” and going to the back to get the 
potatoes and carrying them to the front. She walked down to Claude’s Grocery store 
to eat a hamburger at noon, saying it was a full meal, salad and meat, and then walk- 
ing back to the Pioneer Store and back to work. She was a wonderful woman. She 
only had one tooth, several long hairs on her cheeks and wore her hair on top of her 
head with a little round bun. She came over to our house many times and sometimes 
she would sit at the table and eat a bite but mostly came over to visit. She was lonely 
at her house and we tried to help by taking her wherever she wanted to go. Mammy 
and Old Dad came to visit sometimes and if Mammy was at our house, Mamie would 
go to the kitchen and get a glass of water, walk to Mammy and hand her the glass of 
water saying “‘you need a drink of water’. After Mamie began to lose the kindly light 
of reason, Kate arranged to have a lady in Sand Springs take care of her. The same 
lady that had looked after Mammy when the same began to happen to her. Before we 
lost these two lovely ladies, Jack and I would go to Tulsa at 1417 S Carson to visit 
Mammy and Old Dad. Jack really resisted Old Dad’s kiss but didn’t object visually 
because it wouldn’t have done any good. They were a wonderful family.” 
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
